PREFAB. 


The  compilation  of  this  genealogy  developed  from  an  attempt 
to  trace  back  a  particular  line.  On  account  of  difficulty  due  to 
lack  of  records,  necessitating  the  solution  of  the  problem  by 
the  process  of  elimination  from  a  mass  of  material  collected  for ^ 
the  purpose,  it  seemed  a  pity  to  refuse  the  benefit  of  the  infor¬ 
mation  found  to  others,  therefore  a  genealogy  of  the  whole  fam¬ 
ily  was  undertaken.  Most  of  the  material  was  collected  prior  to 
1912,  very  little  having  been  added  since. 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  the  people  in  America  bearing 
this  name  are  descendants  of  Edward  Dillingham  of  Sandwich, 

Mass.,  who  came  over  in  1632.  His  brother  John,  of  Ipswich, 

Mass.,  who  arrived  in  1630,  left  no  descendants  of  the  name  as 
far  as  is  known. 

A  group  headed  by  John  Dillingham  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  who 
was  born  about  1700  and  died  in  1746,  has  been  treated  in  a  sep¬ 
arate  paper.  Although  it  is  thought  that  he  must  belong  to  the 
Sandwich  family,  no  clue  has  yet  been  found  to  prove  the  connect¬ 
ion. 

It  is  probable  that  nearly  all  of  the  unattached  families 
and  individuals  given  in  the  Appendix  are  descended  from  Edward 
of  Sandwich. 

A  large  and  widely  scattered  family  of  the  name  appears 
first  in  Virginia  about  1750,  then  spread  south  and  south-west, 
and  is  now  represented  in  nearly  every  southern  state  and  those 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  It  will  be  treated  in  a  separate 
paper. 

The  old  tradition  appears  from  many  sources  in  the  Dilling¬ 
ham  family,  as  in  many  others,  of  three  brothers  coming  from 
England.  Such  traditions  are  often  unreliable.  It  is  known  pos¬ 
itively  that  two  brothers,  Edward  and  John,  came  from  Old  Eng¬ 
land  to  New  England,  but  the  derivation  of  the  southern  family 
from  a  third  brother  does  not  seem  possible,  as  the  English  rec¬ 
ords  do  not  show  another  brother  available.  There  is  a  possibil¬ 
ity,  however,  that  the  line  appearing  in  Virginia  may  some  time 
be  found  to  be  connected  with  the  Sandwich  family. 


Explanatory  Notes. 

The  system  of  numbering  the  individuals  is  such  that  the 
first  figure  of  the.  number. Indicates  the  generation,  counting 
from  the  immigrant  ancestor.

All  place  names  are  in  Massachusetts  unless  otherwise 
noted,  or  when  shown  plainly  to  the  contrary  by  the  context. 
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Origin  of  the  Family  Name. 


The  origin  of  the  name  Dillingham  can  probably  be 
placed  as  to  time  about  the  period  when  England  was  overrun 
and  the  early  Britons  conquered  by  Saxons  and  Angles  from 
across  the  North  Sea  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  This  occured 
during  the  fifth  and  sixth  centuries. 

In  the  earlier  times,  given,  or  as  they  are  now  called, 
Christian  names,  were  the  only  appellation  by  which  people 
were  known.  Later,  persons  of  the  same  name  were  distinguished 
from  one  another  by  adding  some  other  designation,  such  as  an 
occupation,  name  of  parent,  etc.  Surnames,  as  used  now,  were 
added  still  later,  being  adopted  as  the  necessity  for  more  par¬ 
ticular  designations  arose  by  reason  of  increase  of  population 
and  the  scarcity  of  given  names.  These  surnames  often  denoted 
trades,  rank,  achievements,  personal  peculiarities,  etc.,  or 
were  assumed  from  places  of  residence,  geographical  names,  loc¬ 
al  physical  features  and  the  like. 

There  are  three  possible  derivations  for  the  name  of 
Dillingham.  In  a  list  of  twenty  books,  mostly  written  In  Eng¬ 
land,  on  the  subject  of  the  derivation  and  meaning  of  family 
names,  but  one  mentions  that  of  this  family. 

In  "An  Etymological  Dictionary  of  Family  Christian 
Names",  by  William  Arthur,  M.A.,  we  find  the  following: 
"Dillingham.  (Saxon).  Local.  A  place  in  the  county  of  Camb¬ 
ridge,  England;  the  town  of  the  market,  the  buying  and  selling 
place;  of  paying  out  or  letting  money.  Saxon  Daelan,  to  divide, 
separate,  throw  off  pay  ov^r;  and  ham,  a  village" . 

Another  meaning  is  derived  from  the  Old  High  German  root 
dill ,  meaning  to  destroy  or  overthrow;  ing,  descendant,  or  be¬ 
longing  to  the  family  of;  and  ham,  a  village .  The  root  dill  or 
till  is  found  in  several  modern  English  family  names,  while  the 
name  of  Dilling  is  not  uncommon  in  modern  Germany;  and  there 
are  German  towns  of  the  present  day  called  Dillingen.  In  Eng¬ 
land  we  find  places  named  Dilham,  Dilhorne,  Dillington,  Dils- 
ton.  Dilton,  Dilworth  and  Dilw^n , 

A  third  and  more  labored  derivation  could  be  deduced 
from  Dell ,  a  pit  or  hollow  place,  ing;,  a  meadow  or  pasture;  and 
ham,  a  village,  farm  or  hamlet.  From  this  it  might  be  imagined 
that  the  first  one  to  adopt  this  name  lived  on  a  farm  near  a 
hollow  place  in  a  meadow. 

There  can  be  little  or  no  doubt  that  the  family  is  of 
Teutonic  origin,  coming  to  England  from  that  part  of  the  con¬ 
tinent  now  covered  by  Germany.  There  Is  no  trace  of  Norman  der¬ 
ivation  to  be  found,  either  in  the  form  of  the  name  or  in  the 
earliest  locations  of  the  family  in  England. 
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THE- FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND. 


The  following  data  relating  to  the  family  in  England 
were  compiled  from  various  sources,  all  of  which  are  belie¬ 
ved  to  be  of  good  authority. 

Printed  parish  registers,  the  publications  of  the  Har- 
leian  Society,  Nichols’  History  of  Leicestershire,  Leicester¬ 
shire  wills,  the  Visitations  of  the  several  counties,  Burke's 
General  Armoury  and  various  other  reliable  publications  were 
drawn  upon,  and  personal  investigation  was  made  in  England  by 
Mr.  Henry  Hartopp,  of  Leicester,  a  well  known  genealogist. 

The  earliest  record  of  a  Dillingham  was  found  in  the 
list  of  "intrantes",  or  persons  admitted  as  inhabitants,  in 
Canterbury,  when  John  Dlllyngham,  tailor,  at  Westgate  in  1433 
and  1454,  paid  an  annual  fine  or  license  of  four  pence. 

In  the  Visitations  of  Yorkshire,  taken  in  1563  and  1564, 

it  is  stated  that  Margaret,  "doughter  of  -  Dyllyngham  of 

Gambrydgeshyre" ,  married  Thomas  Bennet  of  Newcastle.  This 
marriage,  from  the  context,  probably  dated  back  to  1500  or 
earlier. 

The  earliest  connected  records  which  enable  us  to  estab¬ 
lish  any  thing  like  a  pedigree  are  found  in  Bedfordshire  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  sixteenth  century.  The  family  then 
appears  in  the  parish  of  Deane,  in  the  northeastern  extremity 
of  that  county,  and  evidently  must  have  been  located  there  for 
many  years,  being  land  owners  and  people  of  prominence.  They 
seem  to  have  spread  into  the  other  Midland  counties  of  Leices¬ 
ter,  Northampton,  Hertford,  Huntingdon  and  Buckingham,  and 
after  1600  care  found  farther  south,  in  Middlesex,  Norfolk  and 
Southampton . 

The  following  records  have  been  gleaned  from  the  several 
sources  mentioned  above. 

At  Somerset  House  in  London  are  the  wills  of  Walter, 

John  and  Richard  Dillingham. 

Abstract  of  Nuncupative  will  of  ’Valter  Dillingham  of 
Over  Dean,  county  Bedford,  Yeoman,  Dated  1  November,  1580. 

Divided  his  property  into  three  parts.  One  part  he  be¬ 
queathed  to  his  wife  "Ales".  The  other  two  parts  equally 
amongst  his  six  children  (none  of  whom  is  named).  Thomas 
Rolte  and  John  his  son,  father  and  brother- In- lav;  unto  the 
Testator,  nominated  Supervisors.

Mr.  Henry  Hartopp  says  that  this  William  Dillingham,  who 
witnessed  his  brother  Walter's  will,  was  in  call  probability  the 
William  of  Cottesbach,  feather  of  Rev.  Henry  and  grandfather  of 
Edward  and  John  of  New  England;  and  that  a  search  of  the  parish 
registers  of  Deane,  and  tho  wills  of  the  Bedfordshire  Dilling- 
hams,  v/hich  are  recorded  at  Northampton,  would  very  likely 
prove  this  relationship.

x  This  William  Dillingham  was  the  clergyman  of  Cranfield, 
Northampton ,  nncl  was  probably  a  cousin  -of  Rev.  Henry,  father 
of  Ed’v^rd- 
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four  yardlands  of  the  churchyard  fence,  a  greater  length  than 
any  other  parishioner,  so  he  was  probably  the  largest  occupier 
at  that  time. 

From  the  wills  of  William  (1603)  and  Rev.  Henry  (1626) 
(given  beyond)  and  the  above  Cottesbach  register  records  we  can 
deduce  with  certainty  the  two  generations  in  England  immediately 
preceding  that  of  Edward  and  John,  who  emigrated  to  America. 


WILLIAM  DILLINGHAM. 

Was  a  husbandman  of  Cottesbach,  Leicestershire,  and 
own  fed  land  in  Bitteswell,  a  nearby  parish,  but  was  probably  a 
native  of  Deane,  Bedfordshire,  and  a  brother  of  Walter  and  Thom¬ 
as  of  that  place.  He  was  buried  in  Cottesbach,  24  Feb.,  1603. 

Mr.  Henry  Hartopp  says:  ''This  William  Dillingham  was  in  all 
probability  the  brother  of  Walter  Dillingham  who  died  In  1580”. 
(See  will  of  Walter,  ante).  This  has  not  been  proved,  however, 
nor  the  parentage  of  Walter,  Thomas  and  William.  No  doubt  a 
further  search  of  the  parish  registers  of  Deane,  and  the  wills 
at  Northampton  (where  many  early  Bedfordshire  wills  are  preser¬ 
ved),  would  develop  the  preceding  generations  and  relation¬ 


ships,  but  the  writer  will  have 
to  some  other  interested  person.

As  shown  by  the  map,  Bittes¬ 
well  and  Cottesbach  are  on  oppo¬ 
site  sides  of  the  market  town 
and  parish  of  Lutterworth,  the 
residence  of  the  present  vicar 
of  Bitteswell,  in  whose  custody 
are  the  old  parish  registers. 

In  Nichols ’  History  of  the  An¬ 
tiquities  of  the  County  of  Lei¬ 
cester,  vol.  4,  part  1,  Lutter¬ 
worth  and  Cottesbach  are  given 
as  rectories,  and  Bitteswell  as 
a  vicarage.  Pictures  of  the 
churches  in  Bitteswell  and  Lutter 
worth  are  shown  on  pages  45  and 
263  respectively.  These  places 
were  In  Guthlaxton  Hundred. 

Wy cliff e,  the  reformer,  was  at 
one  time  rector  of  Lutterworth 
and  died  there.  The  River  Swift 
is  a  tributary  of  the  Avon. This 
section  Is  in  the  extreme  south¬ 
ern  end  of  Leicestershire,  about 
ten  miles  distant  from  the  mid¬ 
way  between  Bosworth  Field, 
where  the  last  battle  of  the 
Wars  of  the  Roses  was  fought  in 
1485,  and  Naseby,  the  decisive 
battlefield  of  the  Civil  War  in 
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1645 -  Just  west  of  the  villages  runs  Watlirig  Street,  the  old 
Roman  road  extending  from  London  northwesterly  and  dividing 
Leicestershire  from  Warwickshire.  Across  the  intervening  coun¬ 
ty  of  Northampton,  about  thirty  miles  to  the  southeast,  is  the 
parish  of  Deane  in  Bedfordshire,  from  whence  the  Leicestershire 
Dillinghams  undoubtedly  came.

-  REV.  HENRY  DILLINGHAM. 

Son  of  William  of  Cottesbach,  Leicestershire.  He  was  born 
about  1568.  Nichol’s  History  of  Jjeicestershlre  states  that  he 
died  4  December,  1685,  and  the  parish  register  says:-  1625 
Henry  Dillingham,  parson  of  Cotesbach,  buried  9  Dec". 

He  was  rector  there  from  1601  to  his  death.  He  inherited 
from  his  father  a  freehold  estate  in  Bitteswell,  Leicestershire, 
adjacent  to  Cottesbach.  His  will,  which  is  appended,  is  record¬ 
ed  at  Leicester,  and  was  copied  for  the  writer  by  the  Regist¬ 
rar.  It  is  not  known  where  he  was  educated,  but  as  all  the 
other  clerical  members  of  the  family  graduated  from  Cambridge, 
it  is  supposed  he  also  studied  there. 

Rev.  Henry  married,  1st,  Oseth  - ,  who  was  buried  at 

Cottesbach,  16  June,  1609.  (It  will  be  noticed  above  that  her 
burial  is  recorded  in  Deane,  as  of  15  June).  He  appears  to 
have  been  severely  visited  by  the  hand  of  the  Almighty,  as  he 
lost  his  v/ife  and  four  children  in  the  space  of  four  months.

It  is  noted  that  he  speaks  of  his  "brothers  (brothers- 
in-law)  Thomas  Elkington  and  William  Porter" .  Elkington  was 
probably  a  brother  of  the  wife  of  one  of  Henry 1 s  brothers. 
William  Porter  of  Shawell  married  in  1612  the  widow  Agnes 
Dillingham,  who  had  probably  been  the  wife  of  one  of  Henry's 
brothers,  deceased. 
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THE  DILLINGHAM  ARMS 


An  examination  of  all  available  references  to  the  family 
arms  shows  that  various  members  and  branches  bore  at  least  two 
and  possibly  three  entirely  different  coats  of  arms.  The  writer  - 
has  not  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  heraldry  nor  the  necessary 
time  to  study  and  account  for  the  difference,  but  is  of  the  op¬ 
inion  that  the  first  given  below,  -  the  fleur-de-lis  device,  is 
the  proper  one  to  assign  to  that  branch  of  the  family  whose  mem¬ 
bers  came  to  New  England. 

Mrs.  A. R .W. French,  in  "An  American  Ancestry",  page  18, 
says:-  "One  of  the  earliest  comers  to  Lynn  was  Edward  Dillingham, 
from  Bitteswell,  Leicestershire,  gentleman,  who  bore  arms". 

In  "Historical  Sketches  of  Plymouth  and  Barnstable 
Towns",  page  150,  it  is  stated  ; -  "Arms  of  Edward  Dillingham  of 
Sandwich  and  John  Dillingham  of  Ipswich:-  Arg.  ten  fleur-de-lis, 
4,5,2, 1,  ppr". 

Another  authority  says  that  John  2  Dillingham  (Edward) 

Is  said  to  have"sealed  with  an  antelope's  head,  couped  at  the 
neck",  and  to  have  used  the  fleur-de-lis  coat  of  arms. 

Another  one  differs  only  in  saying  "Couped  at  the 
shoulder".

FIRST  GENERATION. 

.101.  EDWARD • 

Son  of  Rev.  Henry  and  Oseth.  ■ — Baptized  6  December , 1595 , 
at  Cottesbach,  Leicestershire,  England  where  his  father  was 
rector.  He  was  made  executor  of  the  will  of  his  father,  who 
died  in  1625,  and  was  left  nearly  all  of  his  property,  becoming 
thereby  a  freeholder  in  Bltteswell,  an  adjoining  parish. 

He  married  at  Cottesbach,  14  February,  1614,  Ursula  Carter, 
by  whom  he  had  at  least  seven  children.  But  three  of  these  came 
with  him  to  America,  Oseth,  Henry  and  John.  All  the  others  prob¬ 
ably  died  young,  although  the  oldest  , Elizabeth,  may  have  marr¬ 
ied  and  remained  in  Ehgl&nd,  The  parentage  of  Ursula  Carter  was 
not  found,  but  in  the  parish  register  of  Cottesbach,  in  the  list 
of  rectors,  immediately  preceding  the  record  of  death  of  Rev-, 
Henry  Dillingham,  is-  given  "Edward  Carter,  1601" .  It  may  be 
found  that  Ursula  was  his  daughter. 

The  Cottesbach  parish  register  shows  that  John  Dillingham, 
son  of  Edward,  was  baptized  1  May,  1629,  and  that  a  son  John 
was  buried  9  May  the  same  year.  This  shows  that  Edward  must 
have  had  another  son  John,  as  it  is  certain  that  a  son  of  that 
name  accompanied  him  to  America.  John,  son  of  Edward,  died  in 
Harwich,  Mass.,  27  May,  '1715,  aged  85. 

Edward  came  over  in  the  ship  "William  Francis",  arriving  In 
Boston  in  1632,  and  very  soon  after  settled  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  his 
brother  John  having  arrived  tv?9  years  earlier.  Edward  brought 
with  him  his  wife  Ursula,  sons  Henry  and  John  and  daughter  Oseth. 
Hs  was  called  "Gentleman",  is  said  to  have  borne  arms  and  appears 
to  have  been  a  man  of  education  and  considerable  property  for 
the  time. 

Among  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  Boston,  in  a  deposition  sworn  to  by  Edward 
Kibbe,  28  September,  1680,  referring  to  an  event  which  happened 
"about  forty  and  one  years  since",  he  mentioned  Mr.  Dillingham, 
with  rest  of  the  selectmen  of  Lyn".  It  does  not  appear  from  the 
Lynn  records  that  Edward  was  ever  a  selectman  of  that  town. 

On  April  3,  1637  he  was  one  of  the  "term  men  of  Saugus t" 

(Lynn  being  then  called,  Saugus)  to  receive  a  large  grant  of 
land  on  Cape  Cod,  and  soon  after  in  the  same  year  removed  there 
and  assisted  in  founding  the  town  of  Sandwich,  where  he  resided 
the  rest  of  his  life.  At  the  tine  the  settlement  was  made  the 
place  was  called  Shaume, 

"At  a  Court  of  Assistants  held  the  third  of  April!,  1637,  In 
the  Xllj  th  Yeare  of  the  Ralgne  of  our  Souraigne  Lord,  Charles, 
by  the  Grace  of  God  of  England,  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland 
Kinge,  Defender,  It  is  also  agreed  by  the  Court  that 

these  tenn  men  of  Saugus t,  vizt.  Edmond  ff reman,  Henry  ffeake, 
Thomas  Dexter,  Edward  Dillingham,  William  Wood,  John  Carman, 
Richard  Cha dwell,  William  Almey ,  Thomas  Tapper  and  George  Knott 
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shall  have  liberty  to  view  a  place  to  sitt  Down  on  &  have 
sufficient  lands  for  three  score  famylies,  upon  condicons 
ppounded  to  then  by  the  Gou'nor  &  Mr*  Winslowe". 

16  April,  .1641,  he  was  appointed  to  divide  neadow  lands 
in  Sandwich,  of  which  he  had  six  acres. 

7  Sept.,  1641,.  he  with  another  was  appointed  to  apprize 
the  "swyne"  of  V7n  Newland. 

1  March,  1641/2,  he  was  one  of  two  men  appointed  to  ad¬ 
just  differences  between  two  fellow  townsmen. 

He  was  on  the  list  of  those  able  to  bear  arms  (between 
the  ages  of  16  and  61)  In  1643,  and  took  the  oath  of  fidelity 
in  1644. 

He  filled  various  public  offices  being  surveyor  of  high¬ 
ways  in  1640,  1641  and  again  in  1653. 

27  September,  1642,  he  was  chosen  deputy  from  Sandwich  to 
the  General  Court  at  Plymouth  to  provide  forces  on  account  of 
the  Indians,  and  was  also  a -member  the  next  year. 

In  1647  and  1648  he  was  one  of  those  appointed  to  take  in¬ 
ventories  of  the  property  of  James  Holloway  and  George  Knot. 

6  March,  1648/9,  he  was  allowed  3  shillings  for  witness 
fees.  In  attendance  at  the  Court  in  Plymouth. 

7  January,  1650,  he  was  on  a  committee  to  divide  meadow 
lands,  receiving  8  acres  for  his  share. 

13  May,  1653,  he  was  one  of  four  to  make  a  levy  for  37 
pounds,  and  in  1654  was  one  of  a  committee  to  frame  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court  for  grant  to  purchase  Manomet. 

26  June,  1654,  he  was  on  a  committee  to  rebuild  the  mill. 

Ho  served  on  the  Grand  Jury  in  1655. 

18  May,  1655,  with  Thomas  Dexter,  he  was  appointed  to  make 
a  rate  of  so  much  as  will  bring  the  town  out  of  debt  and  in 
the  same  year  he  signed  a  petition  to  the  minister  of  the 
church  in  Sandwich  to  continue  his  labors,  and  was  also  one  of 
ten  appointed  to  make  a  tax  of  19  pounds • 

In  1658  he  v; as  appointed  one  of  a  committee  to  determine 
the  true  boundary  of  every  Inhabitant's  land  in  Sandwich  and 
was  sued  by  Peter,  a  Mashpee  Indian,  his  horse  having  eaten 
the  Indian's  corn. 

Edward  Dillingham  seems  to  have  been  Independent  in  thou¬ 
ght  and  action,  which  caused  him  to  come  in  conflict  with  the 
civil  and  religious  authorities.  In  1657  he  was  arrested  for 
"speaking  approbriesly  to  the  constables  deputie  of  Sandwich 
was  admonished  and  cleared11. 

He  was  a  legatee  of  his  brother  John  of  Ipswich,  who  died 
In  1634  or  1635. 

Edward ' s  wife  Ursula  died  6  February,  1656  and  was  burled 
9  February,  in  Sandwich.  There  has  been  a  question  about  her 
Christian  nano.  Several  authorities  give  it  as  Dr us  ilia ,  the 
original  records -being  difficult  to  decipher;  but  the  entry  in 
the  Cottesbach  register  settles  the  problem; 

Edward  died  in  Sandwich  between  1  May,  1666  and  5  June,  1667 
the  dates  of  drawing  and  proving,  respectively,  of  his  will.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  his  will,  which  is  recorded  in 
Book  4,  Colonial  Records,  and  published  in  the  New  England 
Historic-  Genealogical  Society’s  Register,  Vol.  Vll,  page  225:- 

"The  last  will  and  testament  of  Mr.  Edward  Dillingham,  ex¬ 
hibited  to  the  Court  held  at  Plymouth  the  first  day  of  June, 

1667  on  the  oaths  of  Stephen  Wing  and  William  Griffith. 

Know  all  men  that  I  Edward  Dillingham  do  make  this  my  deed 
of  gift  to  my  two  sons  Henry  Dillingham  and  John  Dillingham  in 
Trust  not  to  be  their  property  right,  but  the  proper  right  of 
the  persons  thereafter  named  only  they  two  are  to  take  care  of 
the  goods  until  the  owners  send  for  them,  only  they  two  have 
liberty  to  take  so  much  out  of  the  goods  as  shall  pay  their 
charges  layed  out  about  the  goods,  the  goods  conveyed  are  three 
mares  and  three  foals,  two  year  old  horses,  two  milch  cows,  one 
four  year  old  steer,  one  three  years  old  steer,  one  two  years 
old  steer,  one  two  years  old  heifer,  three  one  year  old  heifers 
with  some  other  things,  vrhich  will  be  set  down  In  the  conclu¬ 
sion  hereof. 

The  persons  whose  proper  rights  these  goods  are,  are:-  Rob¬ 
ert  Low  of  Bit swell,  son  to  blind  Robert  Low;  Thomas  Low,  com¬ 
monly  called  Thomas  Low  of  the  Back  house;  Thomas  Low,  called 
Thomas  Low  In  the  lane;  Thomas  Shat swell;  William  Binsent;  All 
of  these  are  of  Biteswell  in  the  county  of  Leicester: 

Ann  Porter  of  Shawell  in  the  same  county;  Richard  Porter  of  the 
same  tovrn  and  county;  Nathaniel  Cox  of  Litt erworth,  in  the  same 
county;  John  Wright  of  Cottesbith  in  the  same  county;  Old  Cart, 
of  Leire,  in  the  same  counts*  Edward  Clark  of  the  same  town  and 
county;  and  another  man  that  hath  a  bond  of  mine  in  his  hands 
that  lives  at  or  near  Earlephilton  In  the  same  county;  William 
Thornton  of  Heather  Elbrook  in  the  same  county; 

My  hope  and  desire  Is,  that  there  may  be  for  Robert  Low,  twenty 

one  pounds. - (Then  he  specifies  the  amount  for  each  person)  — 

--I  hope  it  may  hold  out  these  sums,  but,  if  it  should  fall 
short,  then  you  must  make  abatement  according  to  these  propor¬ 
tions.  There  is  before  the  sealing  of  this  writing  much  loss  in 
Cattle,  therefore,  there  must  be  abatement  according  to  the  pro 
portion  before  mentioned, 

There  is  to  be  added  to  the  things  above  mentioned  namely; 

Henry  Dillingham,  which  he  oweth  me,  as  also  divers  small  thing 
which  I  sold  to  him,  which  cometh  to  four  pounds  and  also  J olm 
Dillingham  which  he  oweth  me  and  also  for  divers  small  things 
which  I  sold  to  him  which  cometh  to  five  pounds  and  ten  shill¬ 
ings.  Dated  the  first  day  of  the  third  month  called  May  in 

the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred,  sixty  and  six.

Signed  sealed  and  delivered  in  the  presence  of 
Stephen  Wing 
William  Griffith” 


It  is  supposed  that  the  persons  of  Leicestershire  men- 
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tioned  by  the  testator  had  sent  over  cattle  to  receive  back 
their  increase  in  after  years.  He  evidently  was  engaged  In 
this  line  of  work  from  the  time  of  arriving  In  America,  as 
letters  written  by  Emanuel  Downing  of  London  and  Salem  to 
his  brother- in- lav/,  John  Winthrop  of  Massachusetts,  in  Nov¬ 
ember,  1632,  and  in  1639  and  1640,  sho w  that  Edward  Dilling¬ 
ham  held  cattle  belonging  to  Downing,  and  that  Richard  Sal- 
tons  tall  of  Ipswich  was  also  connected  In  a  business  way 
with  Edward  (See  "Winthrop  Papers"  In  Mass.  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  Collection,  Vols.  6  and  7), 

Saltonstall  was  also  closely  associated  v/Ith  Edward's 
brother  John  and  assislted  In  settling  the  latter's  estate 
and  that  of  his  wife.  That  Edv/ard 1  s  brother  John  preceded 
him  to  America  Is  shown  by  the  following  extract  from  a  let¬ 
ter  written  from  London,  30  April,  1631,  by  John  V/inthrop,  Jr. 
to  his  father,  Governor  John  Winthrop  in  Nev;  England;-  "The 
bill  wch  you  sent  from  Mr.  John  Dillingham  of  9  II  will  not 
be  paid,  for  his  kinsman  to  whom  he  sent  it  refuseth  to  pay 
it,  and  tells  me  he  knoweth  not  what  Is  become  of  his  bro¬ 
ther"  (Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.,  Vol.  8).

Son  of  101  Edward  and  Ursula  (Carter).  Baptized  at  Cot- 
tesbach,  Leicestershire,  England,  IS  October,  1624.  He  was 
mentioned  in  his  grandfather's  will  of  that  year.  He  came  to  - 
America  in  1632  with  his  father  and  removed  with  him  from  Lynn 
to  Sandwich  in  1637,  where  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
His  name  first  appears  on  the  records  in  the  list  of  men  able 
to  bear  arms  in  1643. 

He  married,  24  June,  1652  (one  authority  gives  it  as 
15  December,  1651),  Hannah  Perry,  who  is  said  to  have  been  a 
sister  of  Ezra  Perry.  She  died  9  June,  1673. 

Both  he  and  his  wife  early  adopted  the  Quaker  faith  and 
suffered  persecution  in  common  with  others  of  that  sect.  The 
trouble  seems  to  have  begun  about  1656.  In  1657  neither  he  nor 
his  father  appears  on  a  list  of  those  subscribing  to  support 
the  minister. 

7  June,  1659,  he  was  fined  50  shillings  "For  refusing  to 
serve  in  the  office  of  constable,  being  chosen  by  the  town  of 
Sandwich".  In  the  same  year  he  was  again  fined  2  pounds,  10 
shillings . 

In  1660  he  was  fined  15  shillings  "For  refusing  to  aid 
the  marshal  in  the  execution  of  his  office"  (relating  to  Quakers) 
and  in  the  same  year  his  wife  was  fined  10  shillings  for  being 
at  a  Quaker's  meeting. 

He  seems  later  to  have  modified  his  views,  or  possibly 
the  authorities  had  grown  more  tolerant,  as  in  1666  he  served 
as  constable. 

24  February,  1652,  he  was  one  of  the  "Juriers  to  lay  out 
the  convenienties t  Way  from  Sandwich  unto  Plymouth". 

In  1654  he  contributed  to  build  the  mill:  in  1655  signed 
a  petition  to  the  minister  of  the  church  at  Sandwich;  in  1658 
appears  as  a  landowner;  in  1662  took  the  oath  of  fidelity;  in 
1667,  with  his  brother  John,  settled  his  father's  estate;  in 
1670  was  on  the  Grand  Jury;  In  1675  appears  on  the  list  of 
"townsmen"  of  Sandwich,  and  was  "voted  to  become  one  of  the 
Council  of  War  from  that  time". 

15  July,  1678  he  was  on  a  list  of  those  who  had  taken 
the  oath  of  fidelity,  and  in  1681  Is  again  on  a  list  of  "towns¬ 
men.  In  June,  1689,  he  was  admitted  freeman.  As  it  was  necess¬ 
ary  for  this  that  he  should  have  complied  with  all  the  civil 
and  religious  requirements,  it  Indicates  that  he  had  made  his 
peace  with  the  authorities  and  also  that  the  persecution  of  the 
Quakers  had  been  modified  or  abandoned.  Although  he  was  certain¬ 
ly  a  Quaker,  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  first  volume  of  re¬ 
cords  of  the  Sandwich  Monthly  Meeting,  covering  the  period  from 
1672  to  1755. 

His  name  Is  found  in  the  list  of  freeman  of  the  town  in 
1701  and  1702. 

Henry  died  26  July,  1705,  in  Sandwich.  The  following  is 
a  copy  of  his  will: 
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"I  Henry  Dillingham  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  In  the  County 
of  Barnstable  in  New  England  being  aged  yet  through  the  mercy  of 
Ood  of  disposing  mind  amd  m emery  and  calling  to  mind  the  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  this  transitory  life  and  desirous  according  to  my  duty 
to  set  things  in  order  before  God  shall  call  me  hence  and  there¬ 
fore  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  hereby  revoaking

Item,  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  John  Dillingham 
his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  all  that  my  Pell  of  lands  and 
swampy  Ground  lying  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  cart  way  that 
leads  from  my  now  dwelling  house  unto  Falmouth  part  of  which  my 
®d  son  dwelleth  on  being  bounded  according  to  the  known  and  accus¬ 
tomed  bounderies  thereof  and  I  also  will  and  bequeath  unto  him  my 
sd  son  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  all  my  meadow  lying  at  er 
near  the  place  called  Laurences  hole  according  to  the  known  bounds 

It.  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Edward  Dillingham  his 
leirs  and  assigns  forever  all  my  other  two  Pcils  of  land  one  peice 
thereof  being  that  which  adjoyneth  in  part  upon  the  lands  now  In 
occupation  of  Samuel  Tobey  and  Ger shorn  Tobey  and  partly  upon  the 
lands  now  in  the  term  or  or  occupation  of  Abigail  Smith  and  partly 
apon  the  sd  Edward  his  own  land  bought  formerly  of  Thomas  Tobey 
according  to  the  known  and  accustomed  bounderies  thereof  &  the 
other  Pcils  being  that  'which  my  dwelling  house  standeth  on  part  of 
and  is  all  my  land  lying  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  above  cart¬ 
way  together  with  my  dwelling  house  standing  on  sd  land  &  for  my 
lot  in  the  town  neck  I  do  own  I  have  sold  it  to  him  the  sd  Edward 
and  am  paid  for  it . 

It.  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  them  the  said  John  and  Ed¬ 
vard  my  two  sons  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever  all  my  meadow 
and  swamp  lying  near  t)ie  mill  ri^er  adjoining  to  the  lands  now  In 
possession  of  Mr.  Rowland  Cotton  and  my  meadov/  and  upland  lying 
pear  the  pine  Islands  so  called  each  peice  and  Pcil  according  tc 
the  knov/n  bounderies  thereof  to  be  devided  between  my  sd  two  sons 
that  is  to  say  that  It  shall  be  at  the  choice  of  my  sd  son  Edward 
to  take  either  that  peice  of  meadow  and  upland  adjoining  to  it 
near  the  pine  Islands  or  the  other  peice  vrith  the  swamp  adjoining 
to  that  lying  by  Mr.  Cottons  land  and  sd  John  to  have  the  other 
fcart. 

It.  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  my  Grandson  Samuel  Wing  six¬ 
teen  acres  of  my  land  In  the  plains  and  the  remaining  part  of 
that  sixty  acres  I  will  and  bequeath  unto  them  my  said  two  sons 
Viz;  John  and  Edward  Dillingham  to  be  equally  divided  between 
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them  only  the  condition  on  which  I  will  abd  bequeath  the  sd  lands 
and  meadows  unto  them  my  sd  sons  is  that  he  the  sd  John  Dilling¬ 
ham  his  heirs  executors  or  Administrators  do  well  and  truly  pay 
unto  his  sister  Mary  Wing  or  her  assigns  the  sum  of  ten  pounds 
and  to  his  sister  Dorcas  Earl  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  and  that  -- 
he  the  sd  Edward  his  heirs  or  assigns  do  pay  unto  the  sd  Mary 
7/ing  his  sister  the  like  sum  of  ten  pounds  and  to  his  sister  Deb¬ 
orah-' Wing  the  sum  Of  twenty  pounds  each  payment  to  be  made  at  or 
before  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  my  decease  In  money  or 
the  passable  pay  of  money  value. 

And  my  will  is  that  after  my  debts  and  funeral  charges  are 
paid  that  the  remainder  of  my  Estate  be  equally  divided  amongst 
all  my  children  both  sons  and  daughters  only  my  daughter  Deborah 
to  have  five  pounds  more  than  either  of  the  rest, 

And  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  sd  son  Edward 
Dillingham  to  be  sole  -^xecutor  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 
In  y/itness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal 
this  -  day  of  August  anno  Domini  1702.

This  will  was  proved  and  allowed  21  August.  1705.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  the  younger  son,  Edward,  Is  given  the  first  cho¬ 
ice  of  certain  lands  and  was  appointed  sole  executor.  While  the 
will  states  that  the  elder  son,  John,  was  living  on  part  of  the 
estate,  very  little  has  been  found  regarding  him  and  no  record 
of  his  marriage  or  birth  of  his  children  has  come  to  light.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  the  reason  for  these  facts.  Edward's 
marriage  and  children  were  recorded  and  he  and  his  family  re¬ 
mained  in  Sandwich,  while  all  but  one  of  John's  sons  left  the 
town  and  settled  elsewhere. 

It  is  evident  from  various  records  that  Henry  was  on  good 
terms  with,  and  commanded  the  respect  of,  his  fellow  townsmen, 
although  adhering  to  the  Quaker  faith.  The  Rev.  Rowland  Cotton, 
who  with  his  wife  witnessed  the  will,  was  the  minister  of  the 
Orthodox  church  and  a  near  neighbor* 

Mrs.  A. R.W, French,  in  "An  American  Ancestry",  says:-  "Hen¬ 
ry  2  Dillingham,  son  of  Edward  1,  was  born  about  1627.  He  had 
eight  children,  of  v/hom  only  the  name  of  Dorcas,  who  married 
Ralph  Earle  in  1692,  and  Edward  have  been  preserved".  The  com¬ 
piler  of  this  genealogy  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain  Mrs. 
French's  authority  for  the  eight  children.  The  births  of  but 
five  are  recorded  In  Sandwich,  and  only  these  same  five  are  men¬ 
tioned  in  their  father's  will .

Son  of  101  Edward  and  Ursula  (Carter).  He  was  born  in 
Leicestershire,  England,  about  1630,  and  came  over  with  his 
father  in  1632  to  Lynn  and  thence  to  Sandwich  In  1637.  He  Is 
called  in  the  records,  John,  1st,  of  Satucket ,  and  later  Lieu¬ 
tenant  John. 

He  bought  land  in  1667  in  Satucket,  then  a  part  of  Yar¬ 
mouth,  but  later  in  Harwich  on  the  incorporation  of  that  town 
in  1694.  The  estate  then  purchased  has  come  down  through  the 
family  to  the  present  time,  being  no w  in  the  westerly  part  of 
Brewster,  which  was  set  off  from  Harwich  in  1803.  He  removed 
to  his  new  home  about  1670  with  John,  his  brother-in-law,  and 
became  a  large  landowner. 

In  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
in  Boston  is  recorded  a  deed,  dated  1  March,  1676/7,  in  which 
John  Wing  and- Lieut-.-  John  Dillingham  of  Satucket,  in  the  Liber¬ 
ties  of  Yarmouth,  buy,  for  ten  pounds,  4  shillings,  of  Indians 
Sampson,  Penas?  amusk  his  wife  (daughter  of  Nepoyeton, lat e  sach¬ 
em  of  Mattachese),  and  Ralph  of  Nobs cus set  and  Manat otomusk, 
his  wife,  daughter,  also  of  said  Nepoyeton,  all  land  held  by 
them  in  common  with  Robin,  Indian,  and  wife  Sarah,  daughter  also 
of  said  Nepoyeton,  from  Bound  Brook  on  the  west  to  Saquatucket 
River  on  the  east-  from  the  North  sea  to  the  South  sea.  This 
deed  was  not  recorded  until  21  Jims ,  1697.  Another  deed,  of  the 
same  date  as  the  above,  shows  that  Robin  and  wife  Sarah  sell 
their  interest  in  this  land  to  John  Wing  and  John  Dillingham 
for  five  pounds,  five  shillings.

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In  the  same  office  is  recorded  an  agreement  between  Lieut. 

John  Dillingham,  John  Wing  Sr.,  and  Kenelm  Winslow,  as  to  owner- 
ship  of  land  in  Eastham,  under  date  of  5  February,  1694/5. 

A  story  handed  down  in  the  family  Is  to  the  effect  that  the 
purchase  price  of  the  land  bought  from  the  Indians  was  a  "black 
colt",  while  another  version  says  "coat". 

He  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  in  Yarmouth  in  1657. 

He  served  on  the  Grand  Inquest  (Jury)  at  Plymouth  In  1653 
and  again  in  1673. 

In  1667,  with  his  brother  Henry,  he  settled  his  father’s 
estate. 

4  7  July,  1674,  "Serjeant  Dillingham  was  appointed  to  be  leif- 

tenant  - -  of  the  milletary  company  of  Yarmouth". 

In  1676  he  was  taxed  in  Yarmouth  for  6  pounds- 17s-9d  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  King  Philip’s  War. 

In  1699  he  sold  his  interest  in  the  fulling  mill  on  Satucket 
River. 

20  March,  1701,  John  Dillingham  was  constable  of  Harwich,  but 
this  may  have  been  his  son. 

He  married,  1st,  at  Sandwich,  24  March,  1650,  Elizabeth  Feake, 
daughter  of  Henry,  who  had  been  one  of  the  original  grantees  in 
Sandwich.  The  date  of  her  death  is  not  known. 

He  married,  2nd,  Elizabeth  - -,  who  died  15  December,  1720 

in  her  73d  year,  a  widow.  Her  maiden  name  has  not  been  found. 

He  was  a  Quaker,  a  member  of  the  Sandwich  Monthly  Meeting, 
and  It  was  in  his  home  and  that  of  Henry  Jones  that  the  first 

recorded  Friends'  meetings  were  held,  in  1681.  John  and  Elizabeth 

Dillingham  were  present  at  a  half  yearly  meeting  at  the  house  of 

Edward  Wanton  in  Scituate,  18-7mo-i682 • *  A  monthly  meeting  was 

held  at  his  house,  1  mopl710,  and  he  is  frequently  mentioned  in 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings.  He  must  have  given  up  his  military 
office  before  actively  joining  with  the  Friends,  as  they  were 
decidedly  opposed  to  military  service.  At  a  meeting  of  5-2  mo- 
1700,  William  alien,  Robert  Harper  and  John  Dillingham  were  app¬ 
ointed  "to  speak  with  some  ffriends  at  Yarmouth  concerning  their 
going  to  training,"  which  was  considered  "disorderly". 

He  is  said  to  have  "sealed  with  an  antelope's  head,  couped 
at  the  neck",  and  to  have  used  the  fleur-de-lis  coat  of  arms. 

John  died  in  Harwich,  27  May,  1715  (gravestone  says  21  May), 
"aged  85".  The  old  Dillingham  burying  ground  in  West  Brewster, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  road  to  East  Dennis,  west  of  the  river. 

Is  the  oldest  in  that  part  of  the  town.  The  oldest  stone  is  that 
of  John,  the  settler. 

An  old  house  now  standing  in  West  Brewster  is  said  to  have 
been  built  by  this  John.  The  date  1660  is  burned  into  one  of  the 
rafters.  The  house  was  In  possession  of  the  family  until  recent 
years,  when  it  was  sold,  but  in  1921  it  was  purchased  by  Isaac 
Snow  Dillingham,  Jr. ,  of  Boston,  for  use  as  a  summer  residence. 
Part  of  the  original  estate  is  still  held  by  descendants. 
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The  following  is  a  copy  of  his  will  as  recorded  in  the 
Barnstable  County  probate  registry:

Item.  Att  death  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  John  Dill¬ 
ingham  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  all  my  Lands  and  meadows 
that  I  shall  dye  siezed  of  and  also  all  my  Housing  out  Housing 
orchards  &  fences  in  and  upon  the  same  with  the  privileges  and 
appurces  therto  belonging  excepting  only  what  is  herein  reser¬ 
ved  and  ordered  to  his  Mother  by  this  my  will.  And  I  do  order 
and  give  unto  my  sd'son  one  convenient  fether  bed  with  suitable 
furniture  to  be  sett  forth  to  him  by  Elizabeth  my  loving  wife 
to  be  his  full  part  of  what  he  is  to  receive  of  my  estate. 

It.  I  do  appoint  and  order  that  Elizabeth  my  loving  wife 
shall  have  her  thirds  of  the  prof fits  and  Incomes  of  my  sd 
Lands  and  meadows  during  her  natural  Life,  and  one  halfe  of  the 
orchards  I  dye  siezed  off  during  her  widowhood.  Also  I  order 
that  my  sd  wife  Elizabeth  Have  the  use  of  all  my  Dwelling  hous¬ 
ing  I  now  possess  and  make  use  and  so  much  of  ye  out  housing  as 
she  may  have  occasion  for  but  not  to  exceed  one  third  thereof  £ 
that  so  long  as  she  continues  and  dwells  my  widow,  and  if  she 
marry  again  then  no  longer  to  enjoy  sd  Housing  but  to  acquit  ye 
same  that  no  other  family  may  be  brought  in  to  Incommode  or  In¬ 
cumber  my  sd  son  John  Dillingham  but  in  case  of  marriage  as 
aforesd  then  to  return  to  him.  Further  considering  my  sd  wife 
Elizabeth  being  a  weakly  woman  and  that  she  may  have  plentifully 
to  support  her  selfe  In  old  age  &  weakness  I  do  order  that  she 
have  the  use  and  keep  in  custody  all  my  Household  stuff  or  goods 
viz.  All  Iron  puter  and  brass  and  all  my  cash  In  hand  be  It  more 
or  less  &  all  beds  and  beding  both  linen  and  woolen  and  table 
linen,  and  to  have  and  receive  of  my  son  John  Dillingham  money 
seventeen  penny  weight  due  from  him  by  four  bills  undpr  his 
hand  to  the  value  of  seventy  or  eighty  pounds  be  It  more  or  less 
&  ye  choice  of  one  of  my  Horses  or  Mares  with  furniture  for  her 
own  use  and  two  Cows  with  the  other  money  due  upon  bi]l. 

It,  I  do  order  that  the  estate  left  my  sd  wives  Hand  what 
Is  left  thereof  at  her  decease  be  it  more  or  less  one  third  cc 
be  att  her  own  dispose  and  bequest  and  the  other  two  thirds  to 
be  divided  in  three  equall  parts  one  third  thereof  to  my  daugh¬

ters  viz.  Hannah  Thorp. &  Rebecka  Gray  shall  be  unpaid  att  either 
of  their  decease  that  such  part  of  sd  Legasys  shall  be  paid  to 
each  of  their  children  Respectively  In  eaquill  proportion  to  each 
alike  &  do  nominate  and  Requist  John  Wing  of  Sandwich  and  Samuel 
Sturgis  of  Yarmouth  to  see  and  bee  helpful  that  this  my  Last  will 
and  testament  be  fully  executed.

Dillingham  Senr  have  hereunto  sett  my  hand  and  seal  this  15th 
day  of  November  In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1707.

Son  of  204  Henry  and  Hannah  (Perry) .Born  in  Sandwich,  Mass., 
2  mO-21-1656  according  to  the  Quaker  records,  but  the  town  rec¬ 
ords  give  the  date  of  birth  of  a  John  Dillingham  as  24  February, 
1658.  As  both  dates  were  read  from  the  original  records  this  dis¬ 
crepancy  cannot  well  be  accounted  for,  except  on  the  assumption 
that  the  first  date  belongs  to  a  younger  child  whose  death  when 
an  infant  has  not  been  recorded. 

Very  little  has  been  found  in  the  public  records  about  this 
John.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  known,  unless  it- be  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  a  Quaker.  Although  he  was  the  elder  son, his 
younger  brother  Edward  was  made  executor  of  his  father's  estate, 
notwithstanding  John  was  living  in  Sandwich  at  the  time. 

There  have  not  yet  been  discovered  the  record  of  his  marr¬ 
iage,  his  wif e 1 s  name  with  certainty,  the  date  of  her  death  or 
the  births  of  any  of  their  children.  This  may  be  because  the 
public  records  were  -incomplete  where  the  Quakers  were  concerned 
and  the  regular  Orthodox  church  records  did  not  mention  them. 

There  is  good  reason,  however,  to  believe  that  he  married 
Lydia  3  Hatch,  daughter  of  Jeremiah  2  (Thomas  1)  and  Mary  (Kewes ) 
She  was  born  15  December,  1669.  Lydia  Dillingham  is  mentioned 
several  times  in  the  Sandwich  Friends'  meeting  records  of  this 
period,  and  although  that  was  the  name  of  the  wife  (Lydia  Chap¬ 
man)  of  his  cousin  John  3  (John  2,  Edward  1)  of  Harwich,  it  does 
not  seem  probable  that  she  was  the  one  referred  to. 

At  a  meeting  held  6-8mo-1709,  John  Dillingham  contributed 
10  shillings  and  Lydia  Dillingham  5  shillings  towars  the  expen¬ 
ses  of  the  Boston  meeting.  She  was  present  at  the  meeting  in 
Sandwich  4-3mo-1722. 

The  will  of  Jeremiah  2  Hatch  of  Scitnate,  proved  at  Ply¬ 
mouth  16  March,  1712/3,  mentiones  "daughter  Lydia  Dillingham". 
Land  devised  by  this  will  was  located  in  that  part  of  Scituate 
which  was  later  set  off  to  form  Hanover,  where  John's  son  Mela- 
tiah  lived  for  many  years,  and  Melatiah  was  first  married  in 
Scituate. 

Another  son,  John,  lived  in  Hanover  f or  ft  time.  John  3  had 
also  a  son  Jeremiah,  which  was  the  first  appearance,  of  this  name 
in  the  family.  Note  also  that  the  eldest  son,  John,  named  his 
first  daughter  Lydi§.  The  only  other  Di llinghams  of  record  cf 
this  generation,  Edward  3  (Henry  2)  and  John  3  (John  2),  had 
wives  whose  names  are  fully  proven. 

John  Dillingham  was  on  the  list  of  those  who  took  the  oath 
of  fidelity  in  Sandwich,  4  July,  1678.  He  was  admitted  townsman 
27  January,  1681. 

In  1701  he  was  on  the  list  of  freeman  In  Sandwich;  also  on 
a  similar  list  25  June,  1702,  and  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  division  of  lands. 

In  1703  he  is  called  "John  Dillingham,  Sr."  A  list  given 
in  1730  Of  heads  of  families  in  Sandwich  does  not  include  his 
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name,  probably  because  It  Is  noted  ’’exclusive  of  Quakers";  but 
the  name  of  his  brother  Edward,  who  was  or  had  been  a  Quaker, 
was  on  the  list. 

John  died  prior  to  2  May,  1733,  when  "the  power  to  adminis- ~ 
ter  the  estate  of  John  Dillingham,  late  of  Sandwich,  was  granted 
to  John  Dillingham  of  Hanover,  cordwainer " •  Melatiah  Dillingham 
.  of  Hanover  appears  In  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  by  sending 
word  that  he  has  certain  goods  In  his  possession  to  add  to  the 
inventory. 

It  is  probable  that  he  died  before  1721  (see  under  daughter 
Patience,  below) .  His  name  is  frequently  mentioned  in  the  rec- 
I  ords  of  the  Sandwich  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Quakers,  which  were 
sometimes  held  at  his  house.

A  deposition  made  9  April,  1718/19  shows  that  Samuel  Fish  of 
Falmouth  was  accused  of  stealing  turpentine  from  John  Dillingham, 
Jr.,  of  Sandwich.  Said  Fish  was  later  exonerated  by  Dillingham. 

John  moved  from  Sandwich  to  Pembroke  between  1719  and  1726, 
and  thence  to  Hanover  before  1733.  He  is  said  to  have  lived  in  a 
small  village  on  the  borders  of  Pembroke  and  Duxbury  (probably 
East  Pembroke).  Hanover  Four  Corners,  where  he  lived,  later,  is 
three  and  a  half  miles  farther  inland. 

In  1734,  with  wife  Jael,  Zebulon  Sylvester  and  wife  Mary  of 
Scituate,  sold  land  in  Scituate  left  to  said  Jael  and  Mary,  and 
tneir  sister  Elizabeth,  by  their  mother  Elizabeth  Turner. 

At  various  times  between  1726  and  his  death  he  bought  and 
sold  land  in  Duxbury ,  Pembroke,  Hanover  and  Abington,  as  shown 
by  deeds  recorded  at  Plymouth. 

In  1733  he  was  appointed  by  the  court  in  Barnstable  County 
to  administer  the  estate  of  his  father  in  Sandwich. 

In  1738,  John  Dillingham’s  negro  died  in  Hanover. 

His.  will,  dated  10  February,  1769  and  probated  at  Plymouth 
1  May  following,  he  being  at  the  time  of  writing  of  Pembroke, 
leaves  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  his  wife  Jael.  He  then 
bequeaths  one  shilling  to  each  of  the  following  persons:-  daugh¬ 
ter  Liddia  Re cc-ord;  grandaughter  Jael  Dillingham,  daughter  of 
son  John  Dillingham,  late  of  New  York,  deceased;  daughter  Mary 
Sturtevant;  daughter  Deborah  Howland;  son  Henry;  son  Jeremiah; 
daughter  Princess  Peterson.  Samuel  Goold,  of  Pembroke,  was  app¬ 
ointed  executor  and  the  witnesses  were  Snow  Baker,  Prince  Baker 
and  Isaac  Thomas. 

His  property,  .apprized  1  January,  1770,  by  Nathaniel  Loring, 
John  Delano  and  Benjamin  Bars tow,  comprised  household  stuff,  ap¬ 
parel  and  sundry  obligations,  amounting  to  £>  70-16-11,  and  a 
dwelling  house  with  half  an  acre  of  land  valued  at  L40. 

Samuel  Goold,  "one  of  the  people  called  Quakers",  affirmed 
5  March,  1770,  and  represented  that  the  estate  was  Insolvent  and 
the  court  found  it  so.  Among  the  claims  against  it  were  chose  of 
Melatiah,  Henry  and  Jeremiah  Dillingham,  Jael  Peterson,  Perez 
Howland,  Joshua  Simmons  and  Judah  Delano,  guardian  to  David  Peter¬ 


son.

It  is  not  known  when  he  left  Sandwich,  but  at  the  time  of 
hj  s  first  marriage,  in  1723,  he  was  of  Scituate,  a  part  of  which 
was  set  off  to  form  Hanover  in  1727,  and  he  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life  in  the  latter  town.

"being  part  of  the  land  on  which  said  Thomas  dwells".  In  1771, 
with  son  Joshua,  he  bought  five  acres  in  Hanover  of  Joseph  Josse- 
lyn  of  Hanover  and  Thomas  Josselyn  of  Pembroke. 

Hezekiah  Holmes,  apprentice  to  Mr.  Melatiah  Dillingham,  was 
baptized  in  Hanover,  5  April,  I^IS. 

Melatiah  and  Edward  Dillingham  are  in  a  list  of  householders 
in  Hanover,  20  December,  1755. 
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Barb's  History  of  Hanover  says:-  "Melatiah  and  John  Dill¬ 
ingham  seem  to  have  lived  near  the  Corners,  and  tradition  says 
that  the  former  was  a  blacksmith  and  built  the  house  now  (1853) 
occupied  by  the  widow  Eells".  "A  few  descendants  of  these  two 
brothers,  in  the  male  line,  lived  In  Hanover  until  the  close  of 
the  last  century,  but  the  name  is  now  extinct.  There  were  sev¬ 
eral  intermarriages  in  this  family  with  the  Estes  of  Hanover”.

?  Tobey,  Jr.,  and  Lemuel  Tobey,  The  estate  was  appraised  by  Joseph 
V/ing ,  Jr.,  Paul  Wing  and  Benjamin  Wing. 

Among  the  many  claimants  against  the  estate  were  Captain 
Edward  Dillingham,  Samuel  Dillingham  and  Simeon  Dillingham. 

The  Inventory  Includes  "  a  dwelling  house  and  homestead 
land,  eight  acres.  The  land  laying  by  Falmouth  Road - ",  Com¬ 

pare  this  with  the  bequest  of  804  Henry  to  his  son  308  John;- 
"all  that  my  Pcil  of  lands  and  swampy  Ground  lying  on  the  west-

Ke  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Peter  Nantompom, 
a  Mashpee  Indian,  30  May,  1733. 

12  March,  1734,  his  name  is  on  a  petition  of  members  of  the 
othodox  church  protesting  against  the  formation  of  another  and 
different  church  in  Sandwich.  In  1799  he  owned  a  pew  in  "the  new 
church".  It  would  seem  from  this  that  he  was  not  a  Quaker,  as 
his  father  and  grandfather  had  been.  The  interval  of  four  years 
between  his  marriage  and  the  first  official  record  of  birth  of 
his  children  might  indicate  that  he  changed  his  faith  in  that 
time  and  that  there  may  have  been  one  or  two  earlier  children. 

In  1740  he  witnessed  a  deed  in  Weymouth. 

In  1747  he  sold  land  in  Rochester,  and  is  called  "shopkeeper 
In  1773  Simoon  Dillingham  was  on  a  town  committee  relative  to 
the  existing  political  conditions,  but  this  may  have  been  his 
son,  as  the  father  died  this  year.

Edward  Dillingham  was  admitted 
to  the  First  Church  (orthodox)  of  Sandwich,  31  July,  1737,  and 
his  wife  was  a  member  in  1734.  In  1768  Edward  Dillingham  peti¬ 
tioned  that  Quakers  should  have  a  share  of  the  ministerial  lands. 
It  is  difficult  to  distinguish  between  this  Edward  and  his  fath¬ 
er  and  cousin  of  the  same  name.  In  reading  the  records. 

He  married  10  October,  1723,  Elizabeth  Goodspeed  of  Barn¬ 
stable,  daughter  of  John  and  Remember  (Buck)  (widow  Jennings).

He  was  a  weaver  by  trade  and  apparently  spent  all  his  life 

I  In  Hanover. 

He  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  as  follows : - 
From  22  March  to  October,  1757,  as  private  in  Capt.  Samuel 
Thaxter's  company;  residence,  Hanover;  17  days’  travel  allowed 
(Indicating  that  he  was  340  miles  from  home  when  discharged,  a 
day's  travel  being  reckoned  at  20  miles). 

From  6  May  to  20  December,  1761,  as  private  In  Gapt.  Abel 
Keen's  company;  residence,  Hanover. 

He  also  served  in  the  Revolution  as  follows : - 
Private  in  Capt.  Amos  Turner's  company.  Brig.  Gen.  John 
Thomas'  regiment;  enlisted  3  May,  1775;  service  3  months,  6  days# 
In  same  company  and  regiment,  was  given  order  for  bounty 
coat  or  its  equivalent  in  money,  dated  Roxbury,  22  December,  1775 
Private  in  Capt.  Amos  Turner's  company.

Gen.  John  Glover  at 
Springfield  and  marched  to  camp  same  date,  under  command  of  Capt. 
George  Webb;  age  46;  stature  51)  -6";  complexion  fresh.  On  return 
dated  Gamp  Totoway,  25  October,  1780;  discharged  27  December, 
1780;  service  6  months,  4  days. 

In  1790  he  is  given  as  head  of  a  family  in  Hanover  consist¬ 
ing  of  2  males,  16  or  over,  1  male  under  16,  1  female  and  1 
other  free  person  (not  white  or  a  slave). 

In  1792,  with  wife  Sarah,  he  sold  land  and  a  house  in  Han¬ 
over  to  Elisha  Simmons,  and  also  land  to  Joseph  Soper.

509.  JEREMIAH. 

Son  of  401  -John  and  Jael  (Turner),  Born  in  Pembroke,  Mass., 
ir.  1729  according  to  family  tradition,  but  military  service  rec¬ 
ords  fix  the  year  as  1736,  which  agrees  better  with  the  order 
of  children  as  given  in  his  fatherVs  will.  He  died  11  April, 1823, 
at  Minot,  Maine, 

He  was  a  farmer,  blacksmith  and  millwright.  On  his  enlist¬ 
ment  for  the  French  War  in  1756  he  was  of  Pembroke.  Land  trans- 
f ~.r  records  show  that  he  was  of  Duxbury  from  1764  to  1777. 

In  1764  he  bought  23  acres  of  land  In  Duxbury  of  Joseph 
Dolan o. 

In  1765  he  bought  half  of  a  saw-mill  in  Duxbury  of  Benjamin 
Luring  and  Oliver  Seabury.  (A  branch  of  the  Seabury  family  lo¬ 
cated  later  in  Minot,  Maine,  near  the  Dillinghams ) . 

The  same  year  he  sold  8  acres  next  the  Marshfield  line  to 
John  Mackfarland.  In  1768  he  bought  2-g  acres  and  a  house  in 
Pembroke  of  John  Dblano,  3rd,  and  sold  land  in  that  town  and  in 
Duxbury  to  the  same  man. 

In  1771  he  sold  a  farm  of  34  acres  -  "all  the  land  I  own  in 
Pembroke"  (bought  of  John  Dillingham)  -  to  Joshua  Thomas;  and 
sold  3/4  of  a  saw-mill  in  Duxbury  to  Reuben,  Nehemiah  and.  Reuben, 
Jr.,  Peterson. 

In  1777  he  sold  23  acres  in  Duxbury  to  William  Loring;  and 
also  other  land  In  that  town  to  Joseph  Henry. 

This  completer  the  record  of  his  real  estate  dealings  in 
this  locality,  and  probably  not  long  after  he  removed  to  Brook¬ 
field,  Mass.,  having  previously  done  service  in  the  Revolutionary 
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I  forces. 

p  In  1782,  31  October,  being  of  Brookfield, (he  sold  to  his 

KJ  ion  John  Dillingham,  two  days  after  the  latter  s  marriage,  40 
acres  of  land  in  Sylvester,  Maine,  bought  the  previous  year,  to 
■  which  John  removed  the  following  spring. 

p  This  land,  by  reason  of  various  changes  of  town  and  county 

B'  banes  and  boudaries ,  Turner,  Poland,  Minot  and  Auburn  and  in  the 
P  counties  of  Cumberland,  Oxford  and  Androscoggin;  and  is  now  (1920) 
|  owned  and  occupied  by  Jeremiah’s  great-great-grandson,  Harvey 
Isaiah  Dillingham.  It  is  on  what  is  known  as  Dillingham  Hill, 
Auburn . 

I  Jeremiah  removed  to  Maine  probably  in  1786,  as  at  the  first 

l  town  meeting  held  In  Turner,  6  March,  1787,  he  was  elected  sur¬ 
veyor  of  highways.  In  1788  he  was  elected  hogreeve. 

He  Is  in  the  list  of  heads  of  families  in  Bakerstown  in 
■  1790,  his  family  consisting  of  1  male  sixteen  or  over  and  3 
females . 

About  1797  he  built  the  second  house  in  what  is  now  the 
city  of  Auburn,  it  being  the  first  framed  house;  and  a  grist  mill 
on  Foundry  Brook  near  Lewiston  Falls.  The  house  was  standing  in 
1908. 

His  military  service  in  the  French  and  Indian  V7ar  was  as 
:  follows 

On  return  dated  Scituate,  24  July,  1756,  made  by  Col.  Thom¬ 
as  Clap,  of  men  enlisted  out  of  his  regiment  for  the  expedition 
against  Crown  Point;  residence  Pembroke;  occupation  blacksmith; 
age  20.  , 

Private  In  Capt.  Abel  KeenOs  company.  Col.  Joseph  Thacher, s 
regiment,  from  27  March  to  5  December,  1756;  joined  from  Col. 
Clap’s  regiment. 

On  list  of  men  that  are  to  march  5  June,  1756,  under  care 
of  Dr.  Putnam,  up  to  Gen.  Winslow;  of  Lieut.  Col.  Doty’s  company. 
Col.  Thacher’s  regiment. 

Private  in  Capt.  Abel  Keen’s  company,  for  expedition  again¬ 
st  Canada,  from  8  April,  1758.  In  Crown  Point  expedition. 

In  Capt.  Samuel  Jenks’  company.  Col.  Buggies'  regiment:  en¬ 
listed  28  March,  1760,  in  His  Majesty’s  service  in  the  intended 
expedition  against  Canada. 

On  billeting  account  sent  in  from  Wrentham,  3  January,  1761, 
for  two  meals;  "for,  billeting  Invalids  as  they  came  down  from 
the  camp". 

He  also  served  during  the  Revolution  as  follows :- 

Private  in  Capt.  Benjamin  Wadsworth's  (2nd  Duxbury )  company 
of  minute  men.  Col.  James  Warren's  (Plymouth  County)  regiment, 
which  marched  on  the  alarm  of  19  April,  1775;  service  3  days . 

Private,  2nd  Duxbury  company,  commanded  by  Lieut.  Nathan 
Samson.  Col.  Thomas  Lothrop's  regiment;  service  15  days;  company 
marched  to  Bristol,  R,  I.,  on  an  alarm,  20  December,  1776. 

Sergeant  in  Capt.  William  Weston's  company;  entered  ser¬ 
vice  27  July,  1776;  discharged  19  December,  1776;  company  sta¬ 
tioned  at  the  Gurnet  for  defence  of  Plymouth  Harbor. 
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J ereniah  married,  1st,  probably  in  1758,  Abigail  Chamber- 
.lain*  Family  tradition  has  it  that  his  wife  was  Deborah  Chamber 
lain,  but  no  person  of  that  name  can  be  found  available  for  such 
a  marriage.  Several  deeds  from  1765  to  1777  give  his  wife's  name 
as  Abigail.  Abigail  Dillingham,  wife  of  Jeremiah,  was  baptized 
at  Brookfield  27  May,  1779.  No  record  of  the  marriage  can  be 
found. 

It  is  probable  that  she  was  the  Abigail  Chamberlain,  born 
1732,  daughter  of  Freedom  5  Chamberlain.  Jeremiah's  son  John  had 
a  daughter  Abigail  and  a  son  Freedom. 

Jeremiah's  wife  died  between  1779  and  1786,  when  he  went  to 
Maine,  as  no  wife  accompanied  him  there.

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515.  EDWARD • 

Son  of  403  Melatiah  and  Mary  (Curtis).  There  Is  no  direct 
documentary  proof  of  his  parentage,  but  the  circumstantial  ev¬ 
idence  is  so  strong  that  several  independent  investigators  have 
come  to  the  same  conclusion.  With  very  little  doubt  he  was  a  son 
(probably  the  eldest)  of  Melatiah  and  his  first. wife,  and  was 
probably  born  about  1724.  No  record  of  his  birth  has  been  found. 

He  married  4  August,  1751,  Marcy  Doty  of  Scituate,  he  being 
then  of  Hanover.  She  was  probably  daughter  of  Samuel  3  (John  2, 
Edward  1)  Doty  and  Mary  Cobb.  Note  that  Edward's  son  Samuel  named 
a  son  Samuel  Doty. 

Barry,  in  his  history  of  Hanover,  Mass.,  says:-  "Melatiah 
and  Edward  Dillingham  lived  in  Hanover  in  1754  and  were  ship  build 
ers" •  Melatiah  and  Edward  Dillingham  were  on  a  list  of  household¬ 
ers  in  Hanover,  26  July,  1755.  26  December,  1755,  they  are  on  the 
list  of  those  who  "have  not  expended  in  our  families  or  business 
any  spirituous  liquors  but  only  what  we  bought  of  Innholders  or 
Retailers  in  this  Province,  In  less  than  thirty  gallons,  since 
24  December,  1754". 

Joshua  Dillingham,  son  of  Melatiah  by  his  third  wife,  sold 
to  his  sisters  Hannah,  Meribah,  Phebe  and  Anna,  6  October,  1784, 
a  dwelling  and  one  quarter  acre  of  land  in  Hanover,  "where  Edward 
Dillingham  lately  lived";  and  in  1788  sold  land  in  Hanover  "near 
house  formerly  occupied  by  Edward  Dillingham". 

The  records  of  The  Friends'  Society  (Pembroke  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing)  of  1783  contain  this  entry:-  "Edward  Dillingham  is  reported 
to  have  removed  to  Falmouth  Monthly  Meeting".  Falmouth  (now  Port¬ 
land),  Maine,  was  the  meeting  place  of  the  Quakers  for  the  surr¬ 
ounding  towns,  including  Freeport  (formerly  North  Yarmouth)  where 
most  of  Edward's  descendants  have  lived  since. 

It  is  known  from  records  that  some  of  his  children  were  born 
in  Hanover.  One  of  his  great-granddaughters,  recently  deceased, 
said  that  her  grandfather  Samuel  came  to  Freeport  from  Massachu¬ 
setts  with  his  father  Edward,  and  that  Edward  and  his  son  Samuel 
were  blacksmiths  and  shod  the  stage  horses  as  they  stopped  in 
Freeport  on  the  post  road  from  Portland  to  Brunswick  and  beyend. 

This  lady  had  a  chair,  which  has  been  seen  by  the  writer, 
which  has  been  handed  down  as  having  belonged  to  "great-grand¬ 
father  Edward",  Within  her  recollection  members  of  the  family  In 
Freeport  had  visited  relatives  In  Hanover. 

Edward  does  not  appear  among  the  heads  of  families  in  the 
Census  of  1790,  but  it  would  seem  from  the  figures  that  he  may 
have  been  included  in  the  family  of  his  son  Samuel  in  Freeport. 

He  died  in  Freeport  15  March,  1812,  and  Mary  (Marcy?)  Dill¬ 
ingham  (probably  his  wife)  died  there  4  April,  1812.

Son  of  403  Melatiah  and  Mary  (Curtis).  Born  17  September, 
1727,  in  Hanover,  Mass.;  died  1  March,  1817,  in  Bristol,  Maine, 
ard  was  buried  In  the  Quaker  cemetery  there. 

He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.  In  1758  he  bought  10  acres  of 
lend  in  Hanover  of  Lemuel  White,  and  the  same  year  sold  it  to 
Joseph  Woodworth. 

In  1763,  being  then  of  Dartmouth,  Mass.,  he  and  wife  Sarah 
(in  her  own  right)  sold  one  third  of  one  half  of  about  eight 
acres  in  Hanover  to  Robert  Eells. 

Quaker  records  state  that  he  removed  with  his  family  to 
Dartmouth  in  May,  1764,  but  this  may  be  the  date  of  transfer 
from  one  church  to  another. 

He  v/rote  from  Bristol,  Maine,  in  August,  1779,  to  the  Pem¬ 
broke  Monthly  Meeting  for  removal  certificate.  This  was  sent  to 
him  the  following  December,  directed  to  Falmouth  Monthly  Meeting 
of  Friends  at  Casco  Bay,  He  was  reported  as  having  lived  there¬ 
about  for  several  years. 

This  is  corroborated  by  a  deed  dated  21  June,  1774,  when  he 
bought  of  William  Westcott  75  acres  of  land  in  Bristol.  He  bou¬ 
ght  more  land  there  10  December,  1778. 

In  the  U.  S.  census  of  1790  he  Is  given  as  head  of  a  family 
In  Waldoboro,  Maine,  consisting  of  3  males,  16  or  over,  and  2  fe¬ 
males.  His  name  appears  on  the  U.S.  direct  tax  list  of  1798,  in 
the  23rd  Maine  district,  comprising  Bristol,  Waldoboro,  Noble- 
boro  and  Friendship. 

He  married  23  September,  1756,  in  Hanover,  Sarah  Palmer  of 
that  town,  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Sarah.  She  was  born  in  Hanover 
and  died  in  Bristol. 
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9  September,  1800,  he  mortgaged  land  In  Bristol  to  his  son- 
in-law  John  Collamore  of  Bristol,  cordwainer,  on  the  condition 
that  Collamore  should  "truly  and  faithfully  support  the  within 
named  Lemuel  Dillingham  v/ith  good  and  wholesome  vixtuals ,  drink 
and  clothing,  v/ith  comfortable  bed  and  bedding  during  the  life  of 
the  said  Lemuel  Dillingham  and  when  sick  or  helpless  to  be  faith¬ 
fully  taken  care  of  and  when  a  doctor  or  nurse  is  necessary  to 
find  the  same  as  far  as  is  needful  and  when  the  Lord  In  the  way 


of  his  providence  calls  the  said  Lemuel  Dillingham  from  time  to 
eternity  that  the  said  John  Collamore  or  his  heirs  to  see  that 
the  said  Lemuel  Dillingham  be  decent burled;  further  the  con- 
diti  on  is  such  that  the  said  Lemuel  is  to  have  a  room  for  him¬ 
self  and  fire  wood  when  wanted  and  the  use  of  a  horse  to  go  to 
meeting'1# 

Lemuel  once  asked  Davis  Collamore,  brother  of  John,  to  have 
some  breakfast,  which  he  declined,  but  afterwards  said  "he  be¬ 
lieved  he  would  have  a  cup  of  coffee".  Lemuel  answered,  "Thee 
can't  lie  in  my  house",  and  gave  him  none.

In  Hanover,  Mass.  He  was  a  Quaker,  and  a  blacksmith  by  trade. 

He  married  20  October,  1763,  Remembrance  Jackson  of  Plymouth 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary.  She  was  born  probably  in  1743. 

In  1765  he  bought  land  in  Hanover  of  Ephraim  Otis,  but  the 
same  year  removed  to  Scituate,  where  he  purchased,  In  1766,  ele¬ 
ven  acres  and  buildings  of  Nathaniel  Sylvester  of  Georgetown,  Lin 
coin  County  (Maine). 

He  and  wife  Remembrance  sold,  10  June,  1765,  to  Abiel  Shurt-

honoured  Father  Mr.  Joseph  Jackson  deceased  by  his  grandfather  Mr 
Nathaniel  Jackson,  deceased".  Mary  Jackson,  widow  of  said  Joseph, 
relinquished  her  right  of  dowry. 

He  sold  to  Melatiah  Dillingham  of  Hanover,  blacksmith,  30 
September,  1768,  five  acres  with  buildings  in  Scituate,  "being 
part  of  the  land  where  I  dwell".  The  next  year  he  bought  this 
back  from  his  father. 

In  1768  he  sold  two  and  a  half  acres  in  Hanover  to  Timothy 
Robbins,  and  in  1769  bought  land  and  a  dwelling  In  Scituate  of 
David  Stockbridge. 
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It  may  be  Interesting  to  note  here  that  the  town  of  Hanover 
was  established  in  1727  from  portions  of  Scituate  and  Abington. 

Although  a  Quaker  he  entered  the  army,  being  reported  to  the 
Pembroke  Monthly  Meeting  in  January,  1777,  as  being  a  soldier  at 
Ticonderoga.  He  must  have  been  forgiven  for  this  offence  as  he  ~ 
continues  to  appear  on  the  records  of  the  Friends’  Society. 

Some  other  lapse  from  the  rules  must  have  occured  previously, 
possibly  for  marrying  out  of  the  Society,  as  he  was  reinstated  as 
a  member  in  December,  1769. 

He  appears  to  have  removed  from  Scituate  to  Richmond,  N.H. 
before  1780,  three  of  his  children  having  been  born  in  the  latter 
place. 

In  1790  he  was  head  of  a  family  in  Strafford,  Vermont,  con¬ 
sisting  of  2  males,  16  or  over,  2  males  under  16,  and  3  females, 
one  of  whom  was  probably  his  sister  Anna.  He  ov/ned  land  in  Straff¬ 
ord. 

He  was  in  Easton,  N.  Y. ,  in  1794,  when  he  witnessed  a  deed  of 
sale  of  a  house  in  Hanover  by  his  sisters  Meribah,  Phebe  and  Anna. 

In  May,  1795,  a  removal  certicate  was  sent  from  the  Pembroke 
Monthly  Meeting  to  that  at  Saratoga,  N.  Y.  for  his  children  Lois 
and  Joseph  Jackson,  "who  had  removed  with  their  parents  to  that 
quarter  several  years  before".

On  account  of  difficulty  over  a  note 
given  James  Atkins,  an  attachment  was  made  in  1790  on  the  house 
occupied  by  Samuel  Dillingham  and  family,  lately  owned  by  John 
Dillingham  of  Sandwich,  and  then  said  to  be  owned  by  Thomas 
Smith  of  Sandv/ich;  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  leading  from 
Sandwich  to  Falmouth. 

In  1790,  by  the  U.  S.  census,  he  was  head  of  a  family  in 
Sandwich  comprising  1  male  ,  16  or  over,  and  3  females.

It  has  been  handed  down  in  the  family  that  he  was  present  at 
the  time  of  Arnold's  treason  and  And/e ' s  execution,  and  his  ser¬ 
vice  corresponds  with  the  dates  of  those  occurrences.  He  was 
placed  on  the  IT,  S,  pension  roll,  23  July,  1831. 

He  bought  from  his  father,  31  October,  1782,  two  days  after 
his  marriage,  forty  acres  of  land  in  Sylvester,  (later  Turner), 
Maine,  the  land  now  lying  in  Auburn.  The  following  winter  he 
and  his  young  wife  were  in  Dighton,  Mass.,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1783,  with  his  sister  Mary  and  her  husband,  Abel  Allen,  jour¬ 
neyed  to  Maine,  carrying  their  belongings  on  horses. 

From  the  last  settlement  at  New  Gloucester  they  found  their 
way  by  a  trail  marked  by  blazed  trees.  Stopping  first  at  what 
is  now  called  Barker's  Mills,  south  of  the  present  city  of  Aub¬ 
urn,  they  soon  continued  northward,  and  arriving  on  their  land, 
built  two  log  houses.  The  site  of  one  of  these  is  now  marked  by 
a  depression  in  the  ground.

In  1782,  being  then  of  Hanover,  he  bought  of  Thomas  Rose  of 
the  same  town,  26  acres  of  land  in  North  Yarmouth,  Maine,  a  part 
of  which  town  was  a  few  years  later  set  off  as  Freeport.  He  sold 
land  in  Freeport  at  various  times,  from  1798  to  1825,  to  Corne¬ 
lius,  Joseph,  Samuel,  Jr.,  and  Sewell  Dillingham. 

By  the  IT.  S.  census  of  1790  he  was  head  of  a  family  in  Free¬ 
port-  comprising  3  males,  16  or  over,  1  male  under  16,  and  4  fe¬ 
males. 

He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  as  was  his  father.  In  the  poss¬ 
ession  of  one  of  his  descendants  in  Freeport  is  a  curious  and  In¬ 
teresting  old  pitcher,  probably  made  in  England.  On  the  front  is 
his  name  "Samuel  Dillingham".  On  one  side  is  a  coat  of  arms,  over 
which  .is  inscribed  "The  Blacksmith’s  Arms".  Belov;  is 
"By  hammer  and  hand  all  arts  do  stand".  The  crest  is 
and  there  is  a  coat  -of  mail  on  either  side.  The  shield  contains 
three  hammers  surmounted  by  crowns,  two  above  and  one  belov;  a 
chevron. 

In  Edmondson's  Heraldry,  published  In  1780,  is  found  the 
following:-  "Blacksmiths’  Guild  of  London.  Incorporated  15  April- 
20  Eliz.  -  1578  -  by  the  name  of  the  ’Blacksmiths  and  Spurriers'. 
Arms  -  a  chevron  or,  between  three  hammers  a r ,  handled  of  the 
second,  dncally  crowned  of  the  last.  Crest  -  on  a  wreath  a  mount 
vert;  thereon  a  phoenix  with  wings  indorsed  proper,  firing  her¬ 
self  with  the  sun  beams  of  the  last.  Motto  -  ’By  hammer  and  hand 
all  arts  do  stand’.  Ancient  motto  -  ’As  God  will,  so  be  it’.  The 
arms  confirmed  and  the  crest  altered,  by  Sir  Wm.  Segur ,  Garter, 
the  24th  of  June  -  8  James  1-  1610".

He  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers  in  Camden,  removing  there  about  1782  with  his  young  wife 
[  and  landing  on  what  has  since  been  called  "Dillingham's  Shore". 
They  lived  at  first  in  a  log  cabin  which  he  had  previously  erect¬ 
ed.  His  brothers  Lemuel  and  Josiah  followed  him  to  Camden  a  few 
.  years  later. 

The  History  of  Camden  says  "The  early  settlers  took  up  their 
claims  in  that  section  probably  under  land  warrants  as  Revolution¬ 
ary  veterans.  Afterwards  when  the  Waldo  Patent  came  into  the  hands 
of  General  Knox  these  titles  had  to  be  confirmed  by  deeds  from 
:  the  General  and  Mrs.  Knox,  which  were  granted  after  the  General 
moved  his  family  to  Thomaston".  A  deed  Is  on  record  showing  that 
Joshua  Dillingham  bought  land  in  Camden,  16  September,  1798,  and 
another  under  date  of  24  October,  1801. 

He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade.  He  was  one  of  the  first  Uni- 
versalists  in  the  town  in  1809,  and  often  read  sermons  to  the 
brethren  in  private  homes. 

He  served  in  Capt.  Caleb  Turner's  (seacoast)  company  from  26 
March  to  10  September,  1776,  being  on  a  roll  dated  at  Bristol, 
and  also  later  in  the  same  company  at  Boothbay.  He  was  a  seaman 
on  the  frigate  "Boston"  in  1779,  and  also  on  a  privateer. 

He  was  disowned,  with  his  brother  Lemuel,  3  June,  1778,  by 
the  Friends'  Meeting  at  Pembroke,  Mass.,  for  doing  military  ser¬ 
vice. 


In  1808,  1811  and  1812  he  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  having  to  travel  to  Boston  to  attend  Its  sessions.

Col.  Freeman's  regt.;  ser¬ 
vice  11  days,  on  an  alarm  at  Dartmouth  and  Falmouth  in  September, 
1778. 

He  was  placed  on  the  U.  S.  pension  rolls,  being  given  as 
"private  and  musician.  Mass.,  state  troops",  on  4  March,  1831. 

In  1778  he  removed  to  Lee,  Mass.,  and  the  same  year  built 
there  the  Red  Horse  tavern,  the  first  two-story  house  in  the  town. 
He  opened  the  first  store  in  Lee  in  this  tavern  and  continued  In 
trade  until  the  War  of  1818. 

There  is  a  family  tradition  that  he  served  in  the  War  of 
1812,  but  there  do  not  seem  to  be  any  records  to  corroborate  this 
and  his  militia  service  was  probab3.y  confused  with  war  service. 

He  was  an  officer  in  the  Massachusetts  militia  for  many  years, 
having  been  commissioned  quartermaster  of  the  4th  Regt.  of  Infant¬ 
ry,  1st  Brigade,  9th  (Berkshire  County)  Division,  1  August,  1790; 
captain,  2nd  Regt.,  2  May ,  1791;  major  4  April,  1798.  In  1802  he 
appears  with  the  same  rank  and  was  discharged  some  time  later. 
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He  held  many  local  public  offices,  being  town  clerk  from 
1783  to  1793  and  in  1814  and  1815.  Town  meetings  were  held  for 
|  some  time  in  his  tavern.  He  was  selectman  in  1790,  town  treasurer 
from  1793  to  1800;  fence- viewer  1783  and  1784;  sealer  of  weights 
;  and  measures  1786  to  1797;  moderator  in  1796;  and  was  also  a  sur¬ 
veyor. 

He  was  a  deeply  religious  man,  and  Is  said  to  have  been  some¬ 
thing  of  a  poet.  A  descendant  writes:-  "He  was  a  man  of  mark  and 
.  of  such  acute  and  wise  judgement  that  he  was  looked  upon  as  a 
sort  of  Solomon,  and  his  neighbors  and  acquaintances  came  to  him 
from  far  and  near  to  settle  disputes  and  knotty  questions,  confi¬ 
dent  in  his  wisdom,  and  so  saving  them  the  expense  and  trouble  of 
a  lawyer". 

One  anecdote  is  interesting:-  "The  farmers  would  congregate 
In  his  store  to  tal.k  and  argue,  At  one  time  a  farmer  exclaimed 
that  his  pocketbook  had  been  taken.  Of  course  they  turned  to  Ma¬ 
jor  Dillingham  to  settle  the  matter  as  to  the  thief,  agreeing  to 
stand  by  his  decision.  He  fixed  a  number  of  straws  for  them  to 
draw,  saying  that  the  one  who  got  the  longest  straw  would  be  the 
guilty  man.  When  they  exhibited  the  straws  they  were  all  exactly 
the  same  length  except  one  and  that  was  shorter.  They  had  all 
been  of  the  same  length  and  the  fact  that  this  man's  was  shorter 
showed  he  had  broken  it  off  himself  and  proved  his  own  guilt,  and 
the  purse  was  found". 

He  was  admitted  in  1827  to  the  First  Congregational  Church 
in  Fittsfield,  his  wif e  having  previously  joined  in  1821. 

Ho  brought  up  a  large  family  of  children,  most  of  whom  made 
their  mark  in  the  world.  Two  sons  were  educated  at  Williams  Coll¬ 
ege,  one  becoming  a  distinguished  lawyer  and  the  other  a  pious 
educator.  Two  sons  went  into  trade,  one  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  the 
other  at  Columbus ,  Georgia. 

He  married  19  September,  1782,  at  Sandwich,  Rebecca  Fessenden 
daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Newcomb).  She  was  born  11  Septem¬ 
ber,  1762,  and  died  24  March,  1830.  Both  were  buried  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  lot  at  Pittsfield.

Born  2  January,  1750, 
Newport,  R.  I.;  died  about  1805.  He  was  a  master  mariner,  and 
lived  at  the  corner  of  Thames  and  Coddington  Streets,  Newport.* 

Letters  of  marque  were  issued  by  the  governor  of  Rhode  Is¬ 
land,  27  August,  1776  and  28  October,  1777  to  Capt .  Edward  Dill¬ 
ingham,  master  of  the  sloop  "Betsey"  of  Providence,  John  Wanton, 
owner.  The  "Bfttsfw"  is  mentioned  elsewhere  as  "a  vessel  of  the 
Continental  fleet". 

On  a.  list  of  prisoners  returned  by  John  Emerson,  Commissary, 
as  having  been  sent  from  the  port  of  Halifax  by  order  of  Sir 
George  Collier  for  exchange,  28  June,  1777,  Is  "Edward  Dillingham, 
master;  reported  taken  on  a  trading  vessel;  probably  of  Sandwich". 
The  last  clause  is  doubtless  untrue,  as  no  man  of  that  name  and 
profession  was  living  in  Sandwich  at  that  time. 

In  the  diary  of  Gen.  John  Cropper,  published  In  the  Virginia 
Historical  Society's  Collections  (xi-288)  is  found  the  following: - 
"May  3,  1799.  Today  another  schooner  boat  with  40  hds  of  rum,  Capt 
Dillingham,  arrived  from  the  same  place  (St.  Us  tat  la.) .  Sunday,  Kay 
9,  he  was  at  Bellhaven  in  the  lower  part  of  the  County  and  wrote 
'very  heavy  cannonade  this  morning  towards  York'".

Ha  was  a  member  of  the  Fellowship  Club  (now  Marine  Society) 
r0f  Newport,  being  admitted  5  April,  1784.  In  the  1790  census  he 
r  ia  gi  ven  as  head  of  a  family  in  Newport,  comprising  1  male  over 
|16,  2  males  under  16  and  4  females. 

He  was  married,  1st,  in  Newport,  7  September,  1775,  to  Hannah 
(Sukey)  Ambrose,  by  the  pastor  of  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  which

Solomtn  Hoxie 
was  his  sister  Remember T  s  husband,  who  had  evidently  removed  to 
Maine. 


Stephen  lived  in  Sidney,  then  in  Fairfield  up  to  1813,  was 
in  Temple  until  1818  and  later  in  Farmington.

An  account  of  her  family,  written  by  her  daughter  Maria  H. , 
is  so  interesting  and  contains  so  much  information  that  it  is 
given  here: 

"My  grandfather,  Samuel  Noble,  sailed  in  John  Hancock's  em¬ 
ploy  (afterward  Governor  of  Massachusetts).  His  sister,  Drusilla 
Noble,  married  a  Frenchman,  rich,  named  Jacob  Bonneau.  My  mother's 
brother,  at  their  request,  was  named  for  him  and  mother  named 
Drusilla  Bonneau.  They  had  a  purse  of  thirty  guineas  sent  them,  a 
wax  doll,  a  drum  and  spoons  with  names  in  full  length  on  the  han¬ 
dle. 

One  of  the  daughters  of  grandmother  Halsey,  the  rich  widow 
Phillips  of  Boston,  a  beauty,  married  Sir  Francis  Burdett.  Lady 
Burdett  lived  and  died  in  London,  England,  aged  88.  My  brother 
was  named  Thomas  Lloyd  Halsey  Dillingham.  I  was  named  Marla  Hal¬ 
sey  for  Mrs.  Cross,  Uncle  Halsey  settled  at  Dedham,  Mass*  Our 
great-grandmother  Is  buried  at  Dedham,  also  a  child  of  Uncle  Hal¬ 
sey.  I  do  not  know  what  my  great-grandf ather 1 s  business  was,  but 
my  grandfather  w as  captain  of  a  whole  fleet  of  ships. 

My  father  was  a  twin.  Zenas  settled  at  the  Vineyard  and  his 
descendants  are  there  now.  There  was  a  son  Thomas,  a  hatter, in 
Boston. 

Capt.  Samuel  Noble  was  married  to  Ann  Halsey  at  the  old  Trin¬ 
ity  Church,  Boston,  in  1768.  John  Hancock,  the  great  patriot,  was 
a  merchant  in  company  with  a  partner  in  London.  Samuel  Noble,  of 
London,  was  his  captain.  Their  first  child  was  Jacob  Bonneau 
Noble;  second  child,  my  mother,  born  January  83,  1774,  named  Dru¬ 
silla  Bonneau  Noble. 

The  war  broke  out  and  Hancock's  vessel  was  taken  by  the 
British.  Grandfather  was  allowed  to  return  to  London.  He  heard 
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of  his  wife's  death  and  took  passage  to  take  his  children  to  Lon¬ 
don,  was  sick  with  yellow  fever  and  died  at  New  York,  leaving  his 
children  to  the  care  of  their  uncle  Thomas  Lloyd  Halsey  who  at 
that  time  lived  at  Dedham.  He  took  Jacob  with  him  and  boarded 
mother  elsewhere.  She  was  but  two  and  a  half  years  at  the  time. 
Uncle  Halsey  moved  to  Providence,  When  Jacob  was  17  years 
old  he  sent  him  to  the  West  Indies  to  open  a  house  for  him.  He 
was  drowned  there  soon  after.  Then  Uncle  Halsey  took  mother  to 
his  house. 

She  married  Asa  Dillingham  in  1801.  She  and  her  husband  re¬ 
moved  to  Martha's  Vineyard,  where  five  children  were  born.

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The  parentage  of  John  Dillingham  of  Taunton  has  not  yet  been 
assertained.  It  has  been  thought  that  he  was  connected  with  eith¬ 
er  the  Sandwich  or  the  Harwich  branch,  the  heads  of  both  of  which 
were  sons  of  Edward  1  Dillingham,  who  settled  in  Lynn  and  later 
moved  to  Sandwich.  But  the  writer,  after  exhausting  all  known 
sours es  of  information,  has  not  been  able  to  find  the  slightest 
proof  of  any  relationship .  In  fact  there  is  hardl27'  a  clue  to  sug¬ 
gest  any  connection  with  them. 

Yet  the  fact  that  his  first  recorded  appearance  and  residence 
were  at  Taunton,  onl^  about  thirty  miles  from  Sandwich,  the  seat 
of  the  main  family;  the  possibility  that  some  grandson  of  Edward 
1  may  have  escaped  being  recorded  and  that  this  John  might  have 
been  his  son;  together  with  entire  absence  of  proof  of  any  other 
ancestry",  leads  us  to  suspect  that  he  belongs  with  the  other 
Dil Linghams  of  New  England. 

Henry  2  (Edward  1)  mentions  but  two  sons  in  his  will,  John  3 
and  Edward  3,  both  of  whom  had  sons  John,  whose  descendants  are 
accounted  for  and  their  wives'  names  known.  The  children  and 
grandchildren  of  John  2  (Edward)  are  also  all  apparently  account¬ 
ed  for. 

Assuming,  for  purposes  of  classification,  that  John  Dilling¬ 
ham  of  Taunton  belonged  to  the  same  generation  (the  fourth)  as 
his  contemporaries  with  known  descent,  the  generations  of  his 
descendants  he.ve  been  here  numbered  to  correspond.

401.  JOHN  DILLINGHAM. 

The  earliest  mention  of  him  Is  his  marriage,  24  July,  1721, 
at  Freetown,  Massachusetts,  to  Priscilla  Burt  of  Taunton. 

"Freetown  nov ember  the  3rd  1721,  Freetown  to  the  town  Clerk 
these  may  inform  yon  on  the  24  day  of  July,  cornt*>*-  then  was  con- 
sumated  in  marriage  by  Me  the  subscriber  John  Dillinggam  and  pre? - 
ilia  burt  Bort*iHf-*  of  taunt  on  in  order  the  above  sd  marriage  may 
Pass  to  record. 

Thomas  terry,  Justice  of  the  Peace”. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Abel  Burt,  and  had  a  brother  Seth. 
From  the  date  of  their  marriage  it  would  seem  that  John  was  prob¬ 
ably  born  about  1700,  or  perhaps  a  little  earlier. 

Priscilla  died  .3  April,  1725,  in  her  25th  year,  and  was  bur¬ 
ied  in  the  old  Fox  Burying  Ground  in  Berkley.  Berkley  formed  a 
part  of  Taunton  prior  to  1735,  lying  east  of  the  river  and  south 
of  the  main  portion,  and  It  is  probable  that  John  lived  in  that 
locality  at  one  time. 

He  bought  land  In  Taunton,  16  March,  1722/3,  from  Cornelius 
Jones;  and -7  March  .  .1725/6  sold  land  in  the  North  Purchase  of  Taun¬ 
ton  (now  Norton  and  Easton)  to  Thomas  Linkon ,  ”4th  of  the  name  in 
Taunt  cii" . 

He  married,  2nd,  26  January,  1725/6,  at  Light on,  Esther  3 
Pauli,  daughter  of  Edward  2  (William  1)  and  Esther  2  (Edward  1) 
(Bobbitt),  She  was  born  1701  in  Taunton.  Dighton  was  until  1712 
that  pa'-'t  of  Taunton  lying  south  of  the  town  and  west  of  the  river-- 
She  married,  2nd,  ------  Phillips,  and  as  Esther  Phillips  was  app¬ 
ointed,  6  November,  1750,  to  administer  the  estate  of  her  late 
husband;  John  Dillingham,  She  married,  3rd,  (as  his  second  wife), 
Capt  o  David  Walker  of  Dighton.  She  died  19  October,  3.G81,  at  Digh¬ 
ton,  aged  8G  years,  and  was  buried  In  the  Fox  Cemetery  in  Berlley. 

Esther's  will,  signed  "Esther  Walker”,  dated  16  August, 1778, 
and  probated  5  November,  1782,  mentioned  "daughter  Priscilla  Dean, 
wife  of  Joseph;  son  Benjamin  Dillingham;  four  grandchildren,  John, 
Paul ,  Puth  and  Prudence  Dillingham;  two  grandchildren,  Paul  and 
Pitts,  sons  of  Broderick  Dillingham;  two  grandchildren,  John  and 
Moribah;  and  cousin  Job  Bunn" . 

At  a  court  held  in  Bristol  County,  9  July,  1728,  John  Dill¬ 
ingham  of  Taunton  was  sued  by  Samuel  Mirrick  on  a  note. 

John  Dillingham,  being  then  of  Taunton,  sold  In  173C  land  on 
the  east  side  of  the  river  to  William  Simmons.  Being  of  Dighton, 
in  1732  he  bought  land  in  what  is  no1?  Berkley  of  Edward  Pauli ,  and 
in  1734  sold  it  back  again.  In  1 736  h.,  bought  land  in  Dighton  of 
Nathaniel  Goff,  and  xn  17, r?  sold  It  to  John  Godfrey.  In  1739  he 
bought  land  in  Dighton  and  in  1740  sold  it  to  Thomas  Pool. 

In  1732  and  1734  he  Is  called  in  the  deeds  "husbandman" ,  in 
1736  and  1740  "yeoman”;  and  in  1737  "Mariner".  He  was  under sheriff 
in  1739.

The  date  of  his  death  has  not  been  found,  but  it  nust  have 
been  some  time  prior  to  1750,  when  his  widow,  having  remarried , 
administered  his  estate. 

It  is  not  known  if  he  had  any  children  by  his  first  wife,  bw.u 
it  is  probable  that  such  was  the  case  and  that  the  first  one  given 
below  (Sarah)  was  by  that  marriage. 

of  his  four  sons,  two  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
one  in  both  that  war  and  the  Revolution,  and  one  in  the  Revolution 
only.  This  would  suggest  an  inherited  military  tendency,  which  is 
not  consistent  with  the  Quaker  faith  of  most  of  the  earlier  Sand¬ 
wich  generations.

504.  PAUL. 

Son  of  401  John  and  Esther  (Pauli).  Born  in  Taunton,  probably 
in  1730.  Family  tradition  has  it  that  he  was  mortally  wounded  at 
Quebec,  under  Gen.  Wolfe,  and  died  18  Sept.,  1759.  Although  no  off  ■ 
icialy  recorded  proof  of  this  has  been  found,  the  account  was  hand¬ 
ed  down  through  three  generations  to  his  great-grandson,  U.  S. Sen¬ 
ator  William  Paul  Dillingham  of  Vermont. 

In  1755  he  bought  6ll  acres  of  land  in  Middl ©borough,  and 
lived  in  that  town  and  Taunton.  His  military  record,  as  far  as 
found  in  the  State  archives,  is  as  follows 

Served  from  80  April  to  5  December,  1756,  as  sergeant  in  Capt. 
Samuel  Nichols  Nelson's  company,  Col.  Joseph  Thacher's  regiment; 
born  -Taunton;  age-86;  residence-Middleborough;  occupation-  cord- 
wainer . 

Also  in  Capt,  Joseph  Leonard’s  (4th  Middleborough)  company, 
from  15  February,  1759. 

From  a  letter  from  his  grandson,  Hon.  Paul  Dillingham  of 
Waterbary,  Vt.,  to  Mrs.  Mary  S.  P.  Guild,  who  had  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  Taunton  family,  the  following  extract  is  taken: - 

"Engaged  to  servo  for  six  months  in  a  regiment  raised  by  the 
Massachusetts  colony  in  April,  1759,  which  regiment  went  to  the 
assistance  of  the  English  forces  in  Canada  under  Gon.  Wolfe,  and 
on  the  15th  day  of  September  of  that  year,  in  the  final  struggle 
between  him  and  Montcalm,  my  grandfather  was  killed". 

Being  then  of  Taunton,  he  married,  18  December,  1753,  Anna 
Pauli  of  that  town.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Anna 
(Staples).  She  was  appointed  adminis tratrix  of  Paul's  estate  and 
guardian  of  their  four  minor  children,  18  May,  1761.  In  1763  she 
sold  part  of  the  property  in  Middleborough,  and  18  December,  1764, 
married,  8nd,  Nathaniel  Smith,  4th,  and  removed  to  Taunton  and 
later  western  Massachusetts.  In  1779  the  four  children,  being  then 
of  Taunton,  sold  the  property  in  Middleborough.

505.  BRODERICK. 

Son  of  401  John  and.  Esther  (Pauli).  Born  1735  in  Taunton; 
died  1779  or  1780.  He  seems,  to  have  been  of  a  roving  and  adventure 
ous  disposition,  as  we  find  him  living  in  Taunton,  Falmouth,  Barn- 
stable  and  Chilmark,  and  a  soldier  in  two  wars.  His  military  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  French  War  is  as  follows* - 

5  April  to  13  October,  1758,  as  sergeant  in  Capt,  Silvanus 
Bourne's  company,  of  Col.  Thomas  Doty's  regiment.  Residence  Fal¬ 
mouth. 

8  April  to  1  November,  1759,  as  sergeant  In  Capt.  Silvanus 
Bourne's  company,  Col.  John  Thomas'  regiment.  Residence  Falmouth. 
On  return  of  14  April,  1759;  age  24.  Served  on  former  expedition 
to  Crown  Point;  from  1st  Barnstable  County  regiment. 

2  November,  1759  to  21  November,  1760,  as  sergeant  in  Capt. 
Silvanus  Bourne's  company.  Col.  Thwing's  regiment,  in  service  in 
Nova  Scotia.  Residence  Falmouth.  On  roll  sworn  to  at  Halifax,  N. 
S.,  28  February,  1760. 

4  May  to  17  November,  1761,  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  Barachiah 
Bassett's  company.  Residence  -  Chilmark. 

18  November,  1761  to  30  June,  1762,  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  Job 
Williams'  company.  Residence  -  Barnstable. 

He  also  served  in  the  Revolution  as  follows 

Private  in  Capt.  John  Grannis '  (Seacoast)  company;  enlisted 
A  July,  1775.  Service  to  31  December,  1775,  6  months,  13  days,  at 
El i zab  eth  Is  lands . 

also  in  same  company,  which  marched  5  February,  1776;  service 
to  29  February,  1776,  25  days.  Roll  dated  Tarpaulin  Cove,  and 
sworn  to  in  Dukes  County, 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  he  died  on  a  British  prison  ship 
in  1779  or  1780.  If  this  is  true  he  was  probably  captured  during 
one  of  the  raids  made  by  the  English  forces  on  the  south  coast  of 
M a  s  s  a  chus  e 1 1  s • 

The  source  of  Broderick's  Christian  name,  which  appears  in 
the  records  in  various  f orms ,  is  not  known.  A  tradition  exists  in 
a  Maine  branch  of  the  -Sandwich  family  that  a  John  Dillingham  marr¬ 
ied  Ruth  Broderick  and  that  the  name  was  thus  derived,  but  no 
such  marriage  has  been  found.  There  is  that  about  this  story  that 
leads  to  the  thought  that  its  proof  might  help  clear  up  the  mys¬ 
tery  of  the  parentage  of  Broderick's  father. 

Broderick  married,  1st,  25  February,  1763,  at  Tisbury,  (Mar¬ 
tha's  Vineyard),  Rhoda  Robinson  of  Chilmark,  on  the  same  island, 
he  being  then  of  Falmouth.

506.  JOHN. 

Son  of  401  John  and  Esther  (Pauli).  He  was  born  1736  or  1737 
in  Dighton,  Massachusetts.  Lived  there  and  in  Bridgev/at er ,  Middle- 
borough,  Taunton  and  Berkley,  and  died  in  the  latter  town,  1  June, 
"in  his  32nd  year". 

He  served  in  several  campaigns  in  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
as  follows : - 

15  September  to  16  December,  175.5,  as  private  In  Capt.  Samuel 
Clark’s  company.  Enlisted  out  of  Col.  Estees  Hatch's  regiment  for 
Crown  Point  expedition.  Residence-  Bridgewater,  allowed  travel 
from  Albany  and  subsistence  for  2  weeks  and  3  days. 

May ,  1756,  to  - ?,  as  private  in  Capt.  Samuel  Nichols 

Nelson's  company,  Col.  Joseph  Thacher's  regiment.  Age-19;  born- 
Dighton;  residence-  Middleborough;  occupation-  laborer.  Joined 
from  Col.  Bradford's  regiment,  from  Middleborough. 

30  March  to  13  November,  1758,  as  private  in  Capt.  Job  Winslow 
's  company,  Col.  Jedediah  Preble's  regiment.  Residence-Taunton.  On 
billeting  account  sent  in  from  Wrentham,  for  one  meal,  5  November, 
1758,  "for  victualling  soldiers  on  their  return  home", 

2  April  to  1  November,  1759,  as  s.ergeant  in  Capt.  Barachiah 
Basset's  company.  Col.  Thomas'  regiment.  Residence-Berkley ;  age- 
21;  "served  on  a  former  expedition,  1758,  at  Lake  George". 

1  January  to  1  August,  1760,  as  sergeant  in  same  company  and 
regiment.  On  muster  roll  sworn  to  at  Lunenburg,  N.  S.,  11  March, 
1760. 

His  occupation  is  variously  given  as  laborer,  cordv/ainer  and 
yeoman.  On  his  return  from  service  he  bought  land  in  Berkley  from 
Thomas  Clark.  In  1765  and  1767  he  sold  and  exchanged  land  with 
Edward  Winslow,  and  in  1768  he  sold  land  in  Berkley.  The  select¬ 
men  of  Berkley,  12  September,  1763,  remitted  eight  shillings  rates 
charged  against  him,  "for  what  he  paid  when  in  his  Majesties'  ser¬ 
vice",  He  vas  constable  in  1764  and  fence  viewer  in  1765. 

He  married,  in  1761,  at  Berkley  (intentions  recorded  20  April) 
Charity  Burt  of  that  town,  eldest  daughter  of  John,  Jr.  and  Hannah 
She  was  born  23  February,  1743;  and  married,  2nd,  9  February , 1779, 
Seth  Briggs  of  Berkley.

507.  BENJAMIN. 

Son  of  401  John  and  Esther  (Pauli).  He  was  born  5  February, 
1739,  Berkley,  Massachusetts;  died  1  May,  1826,  probably  in  Acush- 
net,  Massachusetts. 

He  bought  land  In  Dartmouth  of  Thomas  West,  16  April,  1764 
and  of  L:,  Kendall,  18  February,  1785.  He  was  a  sea  captain  in  the 
whaling  trade  and  made  voyages  from  Boston  and  Nantucket  in  1768, 
1769  and  1770.  (See  Starbuck's  History  of  the  American  Whale  Fish¬ 
ery  )  . 

He  served  in  the  Revolution  as  follows 

Sergeant  in  Capt.  Thomas  Crandon's  (Seacoast)  company;  en¬ 
listed  25  July,  1775;  service  5  months,  9  days. 

Captain  of  a  Dartmouth  company  in  Col.  Jedediah  Huntington's 
regiment  (later  Col.  Jacob  French);  on  return  of  officers  at  Rox- 
bury ,  22  December,  1775;  commissioned  3  February,  1776;  at  Winter 
Hill,  27  February,  1776. 

Captain  of  a  company  stationed  on  the  seacoast  at  Dartmouth; 
engaged  4  April,  1776;  service  8  months. 

Captain  of  a  company  raised  at  Dartmouth  and  stationed  there; 
commissioned  11  December,  1776. 

(One  of  these  two  latter  companies  built  Fort  Phenix,  New 
Bedford) . 

He  was  probably  the  Benjamin  Dillingham  who  was  a  member  of 
Capt.  Josiah  King  s  company  which  marched  from  Taunton  to  Tiver¬ 
ton  on  the  alarm  of  August,  1780. 

Family  tradition  tells  that  when  the  British  landed  on  the 
south  coast  of  Massachusetts,  5  September,  1778,  Benjamin's  fam¬ 
ily  were  greatly  alarmed  and  threw  their  silver  and  valuables 
down  an  old  well,  while  the  daughter  Anno,  aged  nine,  ran  off  and 
hid  her  best  clothes  in  the  woods. 

When  New  Bedford  was  set  off  from  Dartmouth  in  1787  he  was 
warden  of  the  former  town  and  also  held  office  of  the  culler  of 
staves.  According  to  the  census  of  1790  ho  was  head  of  a  f amily 
in  New  Bedford,  consisting  of  two  males  sixteen  or  over,  three 
males  under  sixteen,  and  seven  females.  A  Benjamin  Dillingham 
witnesses  a  deed  in  Roxbury  in  1791.  He  was  guardian  of  Elnathan 
Hawes,  who  later  married  his  daught or, Abigail .  He  was  a  school 
proprietor  in  1798.  Either  he  or  his  son  Benjamin  was  an  original 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1807.  During  his  later 
yuire  he  lived  on  his  farm  near  Acushnet  village.  His  will  was 
dsted  5  June,  1821  and  probated  5  June,  1826. 

He  married,  1st,  29  august,  1761,  Anne  Hathaway,  daughter  of 
Gamaliel  and  Ann  ( Cathcart ) .  She  was  born  in  1741  and  died  13  May, 
1809.  Both  she  and  Benjamin  were  buried  in  Acushnet.

Berkley,  Massachusetts.  Died,  1  January,  1819,  Minot,  Maine,  "ag¬ 
ed  65".  His -grave  stone  is  the  only  one  now  standing  in  an  old 
abandoned  burying  ground  on  the  River  Road  near  East  Auburn,  Mai¬ 
ne,  overgrown  with  brush,  near  the  site  of  his  house,  the  cellar 
of  which  can  be  seen. 

He  served  in  the  Revolution  as  follows,  (his  residence  being 
given  as  both  Berkley  and  Taunton) 

Private  in  Capt.  Robert  Crossman's  company  of  minute  men, 

Col.  Nathaniel  Leonard's  regiment,  which  marched  80  April,  1775 
in  response  to  the  alarm  of  19  April,  to  Roxbury.  Discharged  89 
April,  1775;  service  18  days. 

In  Capt.  Samuel  Tubb ' s  company,  Col.  Timothy  Walker's  reg¬ 
iment  (muster  roll  dated  1  August,  1775);  enlisted  1  May,  1775; 
service  3  months,  7  days,  also  served  later  in  same  company  and 
regiment,  as  he  is  on  a  company  return  of  6  October,  1775;  and 
80  November,  1775,  received  an  order  for  a  bounty  coat  or  its 
equivalent  in  money,  in  camp  at  Roxbury. 

He  was  a  United  States  pensioner,  recorded  as  "private, 
Massachusetts  line". 

He  bought  land  in  Dighton  in  1783  of  Seth  Briggs. 

He  removed  from  Massachusetts  to  Maine  between  May.  1787  and 
July,  1789,  settling  near  the  Androscoggin  River  in  what  is  now 
Auburn,  but  by  various  changes  in  town  lines  and  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  of  new  towns  had  been  previous ly . in  Turner,  Poland  and  Minot, 

The  census  of  1790  gives  him  as  head  of  a  family  in  Turner 
consisting  of  one  male,  sixteen  or  over,  three  under  sixteen,  and 
one  female.  He  was  a  farmer  and  blacksmith. 

By  a  curious  coincidence  he  settled  within  two  miles  of  an¬ 
other  John  6  Dillingham  (Jeremiah  5,  John  4,3,  Honrp  r. ,  Edward  1) 
who  was  one  of'  the  pioneers  in  this  locality,  going  there  from 
Brookfield,  Massachusetts,  in  1783. 

Another  singular  fact  is  that  the  latter  John,  after  being 
married  in  Brookfield  in  October,  1788,  spent  the  following  win¬ 
ter  in  Dighton,  before  going  to  Maine,  as  shown  by  old  letters. 

It  has  not  been  found  fchht  any  of  his  own  or  his  wife's  relatives 
lived  in  Dighton  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  why  they 
•vent  there,  as  no  relationship  has  been  found  between  the  two 
Johns.  This  is  one  of  the  points  which  may  some  time  help  to 
prove  the  relationship  of  John  4  of  Taunton  with  the  rest  of  the 
family,  although  affording  no  clue  now.  The  two  families  in  aub¬ 
urn  have  intermarried  in  later  years.

Gilbert  M( ontraville )  and  Leonidas  were 
Gilbert's  sons.  The  former  married  Clementine  Leavitt,  daughter  of 
Merlin  (brother  of  Jesse).  Leonidas  was  an  idiot  and  had  to  be 
k cot  strapped  to  the  floor  or  a  chair  most  of  the  time  from  his 
early  youth.  It  is  a  curious  and  interesting  fact,  noticed  by  tho 
so  present  at  his  funeral,  that  after  his  death  his  face  lost  the 
look  of  imbecility  and  had  a  normal,  rational  appearance.

1606. 

He  is  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  father  (dated  14  March, 

1624),  who  leaves  him  "the  -  great  brass  pott  and  the  three  guil- 

ded  silver  spoones";  and  directs  him  to  pay  certain  debts  out  of 
the  lands  at  Leire  which  he  bequeaths  to  him. 

He  came  from  England  to  America  in  1630,  in  the  fleet  with 
WInthrop,  preceding  his  older  brother  101  Edward  by  two  years.  Ed¬ 
ward  settled  first  in  Lynn  and  later  moved  to  Sandwich. 

John  located  first  In  Boston,  and  his  name  is  found  in  the 
list  of  persons  signing  the  covenant  of  the  first  church  there,  da¬ 
ted  Charlestown,  27  August,  1630;  being  No.  71  on  the  list.  Against 
his  name  is  marked  "dead". 

He  was  admitted  a  freeman  of  the  colony  19  May,  1631,  having 
expressed  a  desire  to  be  so  rated  .19  October,  1630.  In  his  applica¬ 
tion  he  asked  to  have  the  title  "Mr."  prefixed  to  his  name,  which 
was  granted,  indicating  that  he  was  a  man  of  education  and  respect¬ 
able  condition.  He  wag  on  the  jury  in  May,  1631. 

He  was  for  a  time  a  resident  of  Roxbury,  a  town  adjoining  Bos¬ 
ton  on  the  south,  as  indicated  in  a  letter  dated  London,  30  April, 
1631,  from  John  ’Vinthrop,  Jr.  to  his  father  in  New  England,  men¬ 
tioning  Mr.  John  Dillingham  of  "Rocksbury " : -  "The  bill  wch  you  sent 
from  Mr.  John  Dillingham  of  9  li  will  not  be  paid  for  his  kinsman 
to  whom  he  sent  it  rcfusoth  to  pay  it  and  tells  me  he  knoweth  not 
what  is  become  of  his  brother".  (Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.,  5th  Series 
Vol .  8 ,  p .  32 ) . 

Henry  Jacie,  a  celebrated  Puritan  minister  in  England,  writ¬ 
ing  to  John  ’Vinthrop,  Jr.,  in  New  England,  under  date  of  12  Juno, 
1633,  sends  his  respects  to  "mr.  Dillingham  of  Rocksbury" .  (Ibod. 
3rd  Series,  Vol.  l,p.  245). 

Edward  Howes  writes  from  England  to  John  ’Vinthrop,  Jr.  at  Aga¬ 
wam,  29  March,  1634:-  "Thus  concernings  your  box  of  bookes  which 
you  shall  receive  of  Mr.  Dillingham";  and  again  18  April,  1634;- 
"I  sent  you  per  Mr.  Dillingham  soe  many  of  the  bromoiklets  (Indian 
word  for  books)  you  writt  for  as  I  could  procure  for  the  present". 
(Ibid.  4th  -Series,  Vol.  6,p.  466). 

John  Dillingham  removed  to  Ipswich,  probably  early  in  1634, 
being  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  that  town.  He  received  a  grant 
of  land  there  of  6  acres,  .in  November,  .1634,  ".lying  on  the  West  end 
of  the  town  on  the  south  side  of  the  great  swamp";  and  later  60 
acres  "of  meadow  ground,  more  or  less,  lying  on  the  rocky  meadows", 
and  30  acres  "of  u^lCe,  ground"  adjoining. 

A  note  of  16  April,  1638  says: -"Mr.  John  Dillingham,  merchant, 
of  Ipswich,  died  lately",  but  from  other  sources  it  is  known  that 
he  died  between  November,  1634  and  March,  1635.  Kis  estate  and 
that  of  his  son  Edward,  who  died  soon  after  his  father,  were  not 
settled  until  1645,  Richard  Saltonstall  being  executor  of  both.

to  think  that  (I?)  am  not  too  troublesome  to  your  worship;  nor 
offencive  in  the  least  kind  unto  any,  if  I  shall  entreat e  thus 
much;  that  Mr.  Dudley  may  be  desired  to  joyne  with  Mr.  Nowell  and 
Mr.  Mahue  in  this  behalf e,  and  if  hee  cannot  bee  at  loaisure,  the 
3  days  of  the  next  weeke,  the  soonest  day  may  be  appoynted  (in 
regard  to  Mr*  Dillingham)  which  will  suite  with  his  occasions.

(The  date  of  this  communieat ion  is  not  given).  There  are  indica¬ 
tions  that  Saltonstall  was  in  some  way  related  to  the  Dillinghams..

From  "Every  Day  Life  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony"

"Three  months  later,  in  Nov.,  1634,  one  John  Dillingham  arr¬ 
ived  in  Ipswich  and  the  selectmen  granted  him  six  acres  of  land 
on  which  to  build  a  house.  He  was  from  Leicestershire  and  with 
his  wife  and  daughter  had  come  over  in  the  fleet  with  Winthrop  in 
1630,  and  remained  in  Boston  until  he  removed  to  Ipswich.  Life  in 
the  frontier  settlement  was  too  severe  for  him  and  he  died  during 
the  next  winter. 

On  July  14,  1636,  his  widow,  Sarah,  made  her  "last  will  and 
testament"  being  in  "perfect  memory  though  my  body  be  weake  and 
sick"  and  a  few  days  later  she  too  was  dead,  leaving  her  orphaned 
daughter  to  be  cared  for  by  Richard  Saltonstall  and  John  Appletop 
under  the  direction  of  the  Quarterly  Court.  And  this  was  not  at

all  difficult  for  John  Dillingham  had  left  a  "goodly  estate'  i  o~» 
all  times.  This  Dillingham  home  has  been  selected  for  analysis  be¬ 
cause  it  is  one  of  the  earliest  estates  in  the  Colony  of  which  we 
have  exact  and  detailed  information,  a  number  of  documents  relat¬ 
ing  to  it  having  been  preserved  among  the  miscellaneous  papers  in 
the  Massachusetts  State  Archives.  Moreover,  it  shows  the  furnish¬ 
ings  and  equipment  of  a  settler  living  in  a  town  of  only  two  years 
growth  from  the  wilderness. 


The  Dillingham  homestead  consisted  of  a  house  of  two  rooms 
and  outbuildings  with  thirty  acres  of  upland,  sixty  acres  of  mead- 
ow,i.e.,  grass  land,  and  six  acres  of  planting  ground  near  the 
house,  of  which  four  acres  were  planted  with  corn.  Apple  trees  and 
other  fruits  were  fenced  off  in  the  garden.  For  livestock  there 
was  a  mare,  three  cows,  two  steers,  two  heifers,  four  calves,  and 
four  pigs.  There  was  an  indentured  servant,  Thomas  Downs,  to  help 
cultivate  the  land  and  care  for  the  stock,  and  a  maid,  Ann  Towle, 
who  not  only  helped  with  the  housework  but  also  worked  in  the  fie- 
Ida.  "She  hath  ooen  a  faithful  servant",  wrote  Richard  Salt onst all 
executor  of  the  estate,  "and  though  she  was  discharged  by  her  mis¬ 
tress  a  little  before  her  time  was  out,  yet  it  may  be  borne  by  the 
estate,  considering  her  diligence".  Ann  had  come  over  in  the  ship 
Susan  and  which  arrived  in  April,  1635.  Her  passage  cost 
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The  Dillinghams  occupied  a  good  social  position  in  the  youth¬ 
ful  settlement  but  their  two-room  house  did  not  contain  any  really 
fine  furniture,,  The  parlor  was  also  used  as  a  bedroom,  a  practice 
which  was  common  every  where  in  the  seventeenth  century.  It  had 
two  bedsteads  valued  at  Ll-C-8;a  cupboard,  10  s,;  a  sea  chest, 

10  two  "joyned  Chaires",  5  s.;  a  round  table,  7  s.;  a  deske, 

4  s.:  and  a  band  box,  8  s.  There  was  also  a  large  nest  of  boxes 
valued  1,2,  and  a  small  nest  of  boxes  worth  only  three  shillings. 
The  feather  beds,  boulsters,  and  pillows  on  each  bed  were  valued 
at  about  twice  as  much  as  a  bedstead  and  the  coverlets  averaged 
about  LI,  a  piece  *  There  were  flaxen  sheets  for  Mrs.  Dillingham’s 
bed  and  coarse  sheets  for  the  beds  of  the  maid  and  the  indentured 
servant.  A  warming  pan  bears  silent  testimony  to  the  cold  of  the 
winter  season.  Another  bedstead  valued  at  only  three  shillings 
may  have  been  in  the  garret  and  occupied  by  Ann  Towle,  the  maid.  A 
chest  stood  in  the  kitchen  -  more  generally  spoken  of  at  that  time 
as  "the  Hall",  in  accordance  with  the  Hnglish  usage  -  and  two  box¬ 
es,  probably  used  for  storage  and  also  for  seats.  That  was  all  the 
furniture  listed  in  the  kitchen  that  was  considered  of  any  value. 
The  tables,  stools,  benches,  shelving,  or  other  furnishings  seem¬ 
ingly  necessary  to  housekeeping  at  that  time  either  did  not  exist 
or  were  so  crude  in  construction  as  to  have  little  or  no  value  in 
estimating  the  estate.  We  find  five  cushions,  however,  valued  at 
fifteen  shillings. 

Mrs.  Dillingham  died  possessed  of  a  few  really  fine  furnish- 
Ings  -  possibly  treasured  ancestral  pieces  -  for  she  bequeathed  a 
silver  bowl  to  the  wife  of  Richard  Saltonstall,  and  to  the  wife  of 
John  Appleton  she  gave  a  silver  porringer.  It  would  be  extremely 
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interesting  today  to  know  what  has  become  of  these  two  pieces  of 
of  Colonial  silver.  No  other  silver  is  mentioned  but  on  shelving 
in  the  kitchen  rested  40^  pounds  of  pewter  valued  at  L  8 .  14,0-  Os 
a  pewter  plate  of  that  time  weighs  nearly  two  pounds  and  a  platter* 
much  more  the  snppiy  of  pewter  for  the  table  was  not  large.  Wooden 
plates,  trenchers,  and  bowls  are  not  mentioned,  but  there  were 
twenty- five  pewter  saucers,  six  porringers,  seven  spoons,  and  five 
shillings  worth  of  knives.  As  for  table  forks,  they  were  practic¬ 
ally  unknown  in  the  Colony  at  the  time.  Governor  Winthrop  brought 
over  a  fork  in  1630,  carefully  preserved  in  a  case,  which  is  supp¬ 
osed  to  bo  the  first  and  only  table  fork  in  the  Colony  in  the  earl¬ 
iest  days  of  the  settlement.  Knives,  spoons,  and  fingers,  with 
plenty  of  napery,  met  the  demands  of  table  manners  in  the  seven¬ 


teenth  century. 

The  large  fireplace  in  the  kitchen  had  its  usual  equipment  of 
pot-hooks,  fire  shovel  and  tongs,  gridiron,  trivet,  and  bellows, 
and  beside  it  was  an  old  dark  lantern  valued  at  only  two  shillings. 
There  were  iron  pots,  kettles,  skillets  and  ladles;  a  brass  pot 
and  a  mortar.  There  was  a  frying-pan  with  a  hole  in  it  and  in  a 
box  were  kept  "bullets,  hinges  and  other  smalo  things".  Two  beer 
vessels  were  listed;  a  case  of  bottles,  two  jugs,  three  pans,  a 
tray,  and  two  baskets.  Such  was  the  simple  equipment  of  the  Dill¬ 
ingham  kitchen.  There  were  plenty  of  table-cloths  and  napkins  but 
no  curtains  at  any  of  the  windows.  If  a  broom  were  used  it  probab¬ 
ly  was  made  of  birch  twigs  bound  together  around  a  long  handle. 
Candlesticks  do  not  appear  in  the  inventory  and  the  only  store  of 
f ood- mentioned  (aside  from  twenty-one  new  cheeses  valued  at  £  9, 
16.0)  was  seven  bushels  of  rye,  two  firkins  and  a  half  of  butter, 
a  half  bushel  of  malt,  six  pounds  of  raisins,  and  some  spice.  Our 
ancestors  had  a  highly  developed  appreciation  of  the  value  of  con¬ 
diments.  In  a  Salem  inventory  at  a  some  what  later  date  appear 
salt,  pepper,  ginger,  clove,  mace,  cinnamon,  nutmegs,  and  allspice.. 

Mrs.  Dillingham's  wearing  apparel  unf ortunat ely  is  not  list¬ 
ed  item  by  item,  but  given  a  total  value  of  £  5.8.4.  Her  linen 
amounted  to  an  almost  equal  sum.  Some  of  her  deceased  husband's 
clothing  is  mentioned  in  the  inventory  such  as  a  coat  with  silver 
buttons,  a  red  waistcoat,  a  suit  of  serge  and  a  black  suit  of 
serge  unmade,  a  jacket  of  cloth,  and  an  old  suit  and  cloak.  Little 
Sarah  Dillingham,  the  orphaned  child,  when  sent  to  school  to  good- 
wife  Symonds  was  supplied  with  "a  stuffe  petticoat  and  waskote" 
and  four  "shifts"  with  shewes";  also  a  gown  that  cost  £  8,10  s. 
Perhaps  after  a  time  she  may  have  been  able  to  read  and  fully  app¬ 
reciate  the  books  formerly  in  her  loving  father's  chest.  They  were 
"Perkins  works  in  3  volumes,  Seaven  Treatises  bound  in  8  volumes, 
the  Spowso  Royall,  the  bruised  reade,  and  a  little  new  testiment".

N?EW  YORK. 

The  following  family  is  first  found  on  Long  Island  and  in 
Westchester  County.  Its  origin  is  not  definitely  known  to  living 
descendants.  Calvin  Dillingham  (A99)  of  Toronto  says  that  his  an¬ 
cestors  came  from  England  and  that  his  great- grandf ather  (husband 
of  A  73  Catherine)  came  from  Ireland.  The  compiler  of  this  geneal¬ 
ogy  has  a  strong  suspicion  that  these  people  are  connected  with 
538  Sylvanus  or  5.39  Stephen,  probably  sons  of  410  Edward.  Note  the 
recurrence  of  the  names  Edward,  Henry  and  Stephen.
